Bacallaos: and the ſaid lande, xunneth along from 
thence Moꝛ ward, vntill it come to iongne almoſt 
with Norway: Jn the which ( without doubt) is 
moꝛe grounde, then as vet throughout all the 
woꝛld is inhabited, oꝛ at leaſt was knowen, bes 


- foe the difcouery of this countrey. This mats 


ter:doth not cauſe any great diticultie., that the 
Romaines and other nations, which in time paſt, 
inioyed the Land of Spayac , had not diſtouered 
this tountrey: It is to be thought. p the rough⸗ 


nes olthole Seas in thoſe dayes,, did diſturbe | 


and hinder the Nauigation. 


So that this Lande, may well bee called the 


firme and continent Land,wherof Plato waiteth: 
which doth agree with all the tokens and ſignes, 
which hee giueth of the other: cheelely, wherin 


hee altirmeth, that it lyeth inkrent ok the South 


Sea. Then foꝛaſmuch as ha beene ſayled in 
our daies in the ſayd South Sea, doth appere, 
that in reſpett ofthe bꝛedth and greatnes ofthe 
ſayde South Sea, all the Mediterraneum Ses. 
and as much as is knowen of the Decean , vul- 
-garly called, the Nozthen Sea, are Kiuers i in 
compariſon of the other.

The firſt and pzincipalleſt of them was called von 
Franciſco piſarro, who was bozne in à Cittie of Spayne 
called Trugillio: The ſeconde was named Don Diego de 
A bnagro, natural of the Towne of Mallagon, whoſe ſtocke 
.©2 lynage, could not vnto this day be perfealy knowen : 
ret ſome doth holde opinion, that bee was found at the 
Church doꝛe in his ſwadling clothes, after that bee was 
newly boꝛne: The thirde was a P2&ft called Fernando 
de Luque: And'where theſe thz& were the richeſt and 
pꝛincipalleſt men in that Coantrey ,'they determined to 
encreaſe their ritches,+ alſs to ſerue herein, his Paieſty 
the Emperour cherles the fifth: wherupon they conclu⸗ 
ded to take in hande, to diſtouer by the Douth Dea, the 
Eaſterip coaſt of the firme Lande, towarde thoſe places 
Which afterward were nam ned Peru: : Oo that after 2

dad obtained licence of þ Gouernour, who at tbat inſtant 
then gouerned foꝛ his Paieſty, called Pedro arias de Aula, 
Don Franciſco Piſarro arriued, and rigged fozth a Shippe ,

with : 1.4. men in his company, and ſo pꝛocteded on the 
Uoyage,and in ſhozt ſpace he diſcouered a ſmal and pœꝛe

the whole Countrep of the ſame name, which was diſco⸗ 


uered fo2the ſpaceof 1200. Leagues: And p2oceeding: 


foz ward her found another Land, which the Spanpards 


named the burnt Towne, where the Indians of that 


place beld them cruell warre,and flew many of his men, 
ſo that he was fo2ced to retire ſoʒe woũded, tothe Coun⸗ 
trep cf Chinchama, 


Jn this meane ſeaſon, Don Diego de Almagro, who aboad- 


at bome, had pzepared another ſhip,and therin foke ſhip⸗ 
ping with 70. Spanpardes, and with them pꝛoceeded to 
ſeke Don Franciſco piſarro, ſayling along the Coaſt til hee 


tame to the Niuer which hee named the Riner of s. 1% u, 


which ſtandeth 100. Leagues diſtant from Panama: And 


findinge him not, hee returned to the burnt Towne, and 


there had vnderſtanding ok his beeing there, where hee 
alſo tame a ſtoze, but the Indians encouraged with the 
victoꝛp and expulſion of oon Franciſco, did like wiſe valp⸗ 
antly reſtſt his entry, yea, and allo put him and his com⸗ 
pany to the woꝛſe:in ſo much that they entred a Fozte, 
wherethe @panyards defended them ſelues thzough the 


duerſight ot thoſe which had the charge of that part ofthe 
Foztreſſe : by meane wkerof, they put the Spanpardes 


to flight , and alſo with a tripe put out one of the eyes of 
Don Diego, by reaſon wherofthey were foꝛced to flee and 


to retire tothe Sea ſide to take Shippinge agapne, and 


from thence ſapled along the Coaſt of firme Land, vntill 


hee arriued at Chiachama, where he found Don Franciſco, 


:withwhon after long communicac ion, and reircſhing ok 


them⸗

a themſclues, they gathered togeather about 200. Spa⸗ 
| npardes,aud.ſo pꝛoceded againe vpon the diſcoucry with

F paſſed many and great troubles, by.reaſon the Coaſte is 
lowe, and full of Parriſh ground, and repleniſhed with 
great Lißarts, which the Indians! call Cay mancs, and are 
Beaſtes which bzcede in the mouthes of thoſe Riuers, 
web which are ſo great, that commonly they are of 20. yea, x 
_ 25 foote long: Their pzop?rty is, aſwel, to refreth thems 
ſelues on the Land, as in the Mater: but if any of them 
can lape holde vpon Pan oz Beaſt in the Mater, their 
5 ſtrength is ſuch, that they carry the vnder water, whe re 
by as they denoure and conſume them: Butchefely they 
ſmell a Dogge a farre off, and they laye their Egges on 
the Land, a great number togeat her, where they bꝛeede: 
but among the Bandes they are low of their crepinge : 
after they haue hatched, they leave their Pounge to the 
Mater: in the which their natural p2operties,they may 
bee compared to the Crocodilles of Nilo: they alſo ſuffer 
much honger, fo2 their fædinge when they want meate, 
is the fruite of a Tre called Maugle, wherof are many The N. 
in thoſe Rivers, which are of harde Timber, highe and The ce 
fraight in groweth and grow in ſalte water, which is Maugle. 
not onely ſalte but alſo bitter. But the opinion is, that 
thoſe Beaſtes vſe to eate ot that Fruite, when other fee⸗ 
ding fapleth: they eate alſo Fiſh, In all this Coaſt, the 
Gzapne called Maiz groweth not. 
In this ſoꝛte they went rowinge with their canoas a- 
gainſt the currant of the Sea, which alwayes runneth 
Hoꝛthward, and their way was Douthward: and in this 
Nautgacion all along the Coaſte, the Indians aſſaulted 
them accoꝛdinge to the cuſtome of their Warres, thuns 
dering out cryes and noyſe, callinge them baniſhed men, 
with baire on their faces, vea, ſuch as were bꝛed of pᷣ ſcũ 
of the Dea, without any _ 1 02 Linage, becauſe 
9 the 


Great Lizaræ 
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the Sea had bꝛought them thither:demaunding alſo why 
they wente like Wacabondes wandzinge the Wozld : it 
ſhould appeare ſaide they, that you are ydle perſons, and 
haue not wherin to implop your (clues , becauſe you as 
bide in no place, to labour and till the ground. 

And wheras many of their men and Captaines were 
llaine by theſe Indians, aſwel by hunger, as other wiſe, 
Don Diego determined t) returne to Panama foʒ mo men: 
the which his determinacion he perkozmed, and had from 
thence 8 men , fo that: with then} and the reſidew that 
remained aliue,they arriued at the Land called carame, 
which was without the dominion of the Mauglares, and a 
Countrep aboundant of meate, buf meanely inhabited; 
Che Indians of 5 Countrey, which were men of Mar, 

had their Cheekes full of holes, wherin were placed 
Pearles ef Golde: and findinge this place ſo fruitfull, 
they abode there vntill Don Diego de Almagroreturnedas 
gapne to Panama foz moze men: But in this mcane 
while Don Franciſco.Piſurro returned, abiding the coming : 
ok his companion, in a litle land which ſtode neare vn⸗ 
to the Mayne, called Inſula de Gallo, wheras he ſtood in 
neade ok all thinges neceſſary, 
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How DonFranciſco piſarro abode in the Iland of Corgona, 
and how with the ſmall company of men, which hee 
had cemayninge , hee ſayled till hee paſſed the 
EquinoQall Chap, 2. 


en Don Diego de Almazro returned fo Panama + 
5 foz ſuccour, he found that his Paieſtie had pꝛo⸗ 

| uided foz gouernment of the ſame Cittie , a 
Gentilman of cordoua, called Pedro de lo: Rios, 

who ſtaid his pꝛoceding perſonally, becauſe thoſe which 

remained in the land of Gallo had ſente ſecretly to this 
new Gouernour, to ijatreate that he ſhould not permit 
any moe men, to dy in that daungerous Jozney, without 


* 
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any p2ofit, wheras toſoꝛe others of their Nacton hav en⸗ 
ded their dayes,and that it might pleaſe him to cdmaund 


them alſo to refurne , In conũderacion whercf, pedro 


de los Rios ſente his Deputie with eſpeciailcommaunte- 
me nt, that all ſuch as were willing, migtt ſafelp retu: ne 
to Panama without daunger, and without diiturbinac of 
any that would foꝛce them to abide there. 

And whan this newes and ozder taken, came to their 
knowledge, they fozthwith toe Dhippinge with great 
ioyc, euen as though ti ey had eſtcaped vut of captiuitie of 
Moares: ſo that only 12, men abode willinaly with Don 
Franciſco Piſarro, With the which, being 0 in num⸗ 
ber, he durſt not abide there, but went ta an Zlande vn⸗ 
habited, ſituated fire Leagues, from the Bayne in the 
Sea: and becauſe this Jland was repleniſhed with mas 
ny faire Sp2inges and bzokes, hee — it Gorgona, 
wberas hee with his company maintained themſclues 
with Cockles, Crabbes, and great Snakes, which are 
there in aboundance: hee aboad there vnt ill his Shippe 
returned from Panama, which bzought nothing but oniy 
Uicuall, wherin be with his 12. men toke ſhipping, who 
were ſo conffant and vertuous, that thep only were the 

zincipall cauſe of the diſcouerp of Peru, of whom one 
was called N#co/as de Ribera, naturall of Olbera: pedro de 
Candi , bozne in Greece, inthe 3land of candia: hon de 
torre, Alonſo briſenio, bozne in Benauent: Chriſtopher de 
Peral:4;bo2ne in Baeſa: A lonſo d: Trugillio, bozne in Tru- 
gillio: + wy de Cuellar, boʒnt in the Towne of cuellar: 
Alonſo de Miolina, bozne in the Cittie of Vbeda. Their 
cheefe Pilot, was named Bartilmew Ruiz, bozne in the 
Towne of Moguex , This happy company ſapled with 
great perril and daunger,againft the winde and currant 
vntill they arrtned at a Pꝛouince called Moſtripe, which 


ſtandeth betweene the Uillages which the Chꝛiſtians 


had inhabited: the one they named Truxillio, and the o⸗ 


. ther S. Mighell, & there aboad a certaine time, foz want 
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of men, they durſt not pꝛocæde beyond the Niner called 
Chara , aue there p2outded themſelues of the Cattcll of. 
that Countrey, which were@hxpe, and alſo of Indian 
Interpꝛetozs, who willingly ſerued them. Potwith⸗ 
ſtanding betng there well refreſhed , embarked againe 
And ſapled vnto the Pozte of Lumbez, where they had 
intelligente of a pzincely Yonſe, which the Lozd of Peru 
had in that place, and allo a Towne of Indians which 
were erceedingritch, This place was ane of the moſt 
notableſt things in Peru, vntill ſuch time that the Indi⸗ 
ans of the lande Puna diſt roped it, as hereafter ſhalbe 
declared: and there hee left thz& fugitiue Spanpardes, 
who were llaine by the Indians, as at the length was 
knowen. So that with this intelligence they retur⸗ 
ned backe againe to Panama, bauinge beene thꝛe peares 
in the ſame Diſcouery , in great perrill, ſuffering many 
miſer ies, aſwell by want of Uictaais,as by the Marres 
and reſiſtance of the Indians, and alſo mutinp amonge 
themſelues, who were in diſpaire the moſt of them, to 
finde any p2ofitable thing: But pet the wiſdome 4 gentle 
condicion of Don pranciſto piſarro, pacified their diſcoꝛde 
with great courage, perſwading them ok the great hope 
which be had in Don Diego de Almagro , foz the pꝛouiſion 
of Pen, Uictuals, Yo2ſes,and Armour: Do that whers 
thoſe thze Gentilmen, the ſetters fozwarde of this 
-  Uoyage were the ritcheſt men in that partes, 
were now the pooꝛeſt. and pet indetted in 
great ſummes of Poner. 


and Conqueſt of Pern. 
CT How Don Franciſco Piſerro c me into Spayne, to giue 
knowledge to his Maieſſie, of the diſcouery of peru, 


and of ſome of tlie Cuſtomes and properties of 
the naturals of the Countrey. Chap. 3, 


== De Diſconery being begun, in the manner 
2] befoze declared Don Franciſco piſarro tame 
into Spapne, and gaue intelligence to the 
Emperour his Pateſtie, of all ſuch thinges 
as had happened, beſœchinge his highnes in 
retompente and rewarde cf his papnes, tograunt vnto 

bim the gouernment of ſuch Countrepes as hereafter 
bee ſhould diſcouer and inhabit, The which his requeſt 
the Emperour graunted , vpon certaine condicions and 

Articles cf agreement, dzawen and engroſed accoꝛdinge 
as tofoze his Paieſtie had done with other Capfaynes, 

in affaires of Diſcouery. With thts oꝛder taken, hee 

returned to Panama, takinge with him Hernando Piſarro; 

Ihon Piſarro, Conſalo piſarrojand Franciſco Martin of Alcan- 
tara, his Bꝛetheren, among the which Hernando Piſarroy 

and 14on Piſarro- were onely legittimate Bꝛethzt, of Fas 

ther and Bother, Sonnes vnto conſalo biſarro, the long 
Cittizen of Trugillio, who had lometime bene Capftaine 
of Infautery in p Kingdome of Nauarra: DonFranciſco pi. 
ſas ro; and Gonſalo piſarro were his naturall Childzen, but 
not by one Mike, æ Franciſco Martin was his Donne in 

Law. Beſtdes theſe afoze named, hee car rped many o⸗ 
thers with him foz the pꝛetended diſcouery, but the moſt 

of them were of the Titties of Trugillio and caſeres, and 
other Uillages of the Pꝛouince, called Eltremadura. 

Jn this ſozte with pꝛoſperous Nauigacion, he arrived 
and came to his deſired plate of Panama, and there began 
to pꝛouide the things necefſary foꝛ the Diſcouerp, in the 
name of the firſk companye : Although a ſome 


diſcoꝛde betwerne Don Franciſco t Don Diego de Almagro, 


becauſe Don Diego reteiued gr eat vnkindneſſe that Don 
FPranciſco- 
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Franciſco had b2ought to paſſe his deſtce with the Emper⸗ 
our, and obtained the Title and name of Gonernour, 
and chefe Diſcouerer of all the dominion of Peru, with⸗ 
out any remembzaunce made of him, noz pet of his ſer⸗ 
uice, altbough the lapd on Diego had been one of the ches 
{eſt aduenturers, and alſo perſonally partaker of the 
papnes. But yet notwithſtandinge Don Franciſco pers 
ceauing by his countenaunce how the matter went, did 
comfo2t and perſwade him, that the Emperour at that 
time when he was with his Maieſtie, pleaſed not to take 
oꝛder foꝛ him, to remunerate his trauaile accozdingly, 
although bee did in his behalfe require the ſame: but 
not withſtandinge be gane vnto him foꝛ his parte, both T 
his woꝛde and pꝛomiſe, to renounce the Office & Title I 
of chcefe Diſcoucrer in hint, and alſo would ſende to the A 
Emperour, to beſeech his Paieſtie to confirme-the ſame. 
With which faire woꝛdes, Den Diego Was ſomewhat 
pacified : ſo that now wee will leaue from that matter, 
And ſpeake of the Naute, 4 other neceſſaries concerning 
the Diſcouerp: and alſo declare the ſcituacion of the 
Pꝛouinte of Peru, and the notable thinges of that Coun⸗ 
trey, with the cuſtomes of the People. 


Olf the people which inhabite vnder the Equinoctiall 
Lyne, and other notable thinges which are in 
that partes, Chap. 4. 


. Lande of Peru, wherof this Hiſtoꝛie (Oos 
s willing wall treate) did begin from the Equi- 
2>9d,{-@.nctiall fozward vntiil the Meridian, the peo⸗ 

ple which inbabite vnder the Equinoctiall and 
neare there vato, are in Phiſnomie like Jewes , they 
pꝛonounce the ir ſpech in the thꝛoat like vato Morilcos, 
they are int lined to the ſin of Zodome: by reaſon wherof 
they are rigozous to their Id iues, and make (mall ac⸗ 
compt of them: they weare no kinde ol garment, ſauing 
their 
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_ their pꝛiuie partes, which are conered : Their Memen 

do plough and ſow the ground, they grinde their Gzaine, 

and therofmake their pzotiiſion of fode : their Cozne is 

called in their Jlande language Maiz, and in Peru it is 

called Zara. The men weare ſhozt Sby2tes, which come 

to the Nauill,and their pꝛiuꝝ paites are vncouered, they 

baue their heads ſhozne with a Crowne, like Friers, and 

the hinder and fozepart of the heade is ſhauen, and the 

haire ſomewhat long on the ſides. 

They delight much to weare Jewels ol Golde in their 

eares and oſtrilles, and alſo Emralds which are onely 

found in thoſe partes: But thoſe Indians would neuer 
diſcouer the Pynes oꝛ vaines of them, although it is cer⸗ 

tainlp beleeued that there is their Oꝛ igen, becauſe they 
finde in their earthen Wefſel many ſmall ſtones ſticking 
in the ſides, 

They vſe about their legges and armes, Bꝛaſlets of 
Bedeſtones, of Golde, Plate, and Turkies, and ſmall 
Periwincles ſhelles , both white and red, and they pers 
mit not any kinde of bzaueryto their Women , This 
Countrey is exceeding hot, and apt to infirmitie, chefely, 

à kinde of Pore which are very venemous, and bed in 
the face,and other places of the body, roted dæpe, which 
are(in manner)of woꝛſe quality then the French Pore. 

In this Pzouince they haue their ydolatrous Tem⸗ 
ples with their dozes to the Caſt warde, with Curtains 
of a clothe made of Cotten Moll: Jn enery Temple 
were two Images, made of the bigneſſe and likenes of 
blacke Goates , befoze the which , they vſed alwayes to 
burne a kinde of wod,of a maruailous ſweet ſmell ; The Sweet Trees 
Crees of this odiferous wad growe in that Countrey , x T . ſtraunge 
by inciſion of the Barke they diſtill a maruailous ſwete 

lycoꝛ, wher with if any annoynt a deav bodpe, the carkas 
£ozrupteth not. There are alſo in the Temples Images 
of the figure of great Serpents, which they adoze t woz⸗ 
ſhip ; beſides theſe Jools every - thoſe people had a per- 
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alſo wozlhipped, The Fiſhermen hav the Dogge Fiche 
called Tiburon, in great veneracion, and the Raungers 
oꝛ Hunters had likewiſe their God, attoꝛdinge to d game 
which they moft eſtemed:and in like manner euerp ſoꝛt 
of people acco2dingly, But in ſome Lemples in the Ail⸗ 
lages called Paſao, they vſed to haue hanging on the Pil⸗ 
lers of the Temple, the dead carkaſes of Men and Chil⸗ 


den ſacrificed, oꝛ els their ſkinnes tanned in ſuch oꝛder 


that the euill ſmel oꝛ ſauour was taken away: Alſo their 
ſkulles were in ſuche manner placed „ but firſt with a 
certayn coction, they were dꝛeſled, Þth bey were ſhzunken 
to the (\ maleneſſe of a mans fiſt, and than nayled on ths 
ſaide illers, oz Malles of the Temple. 

This Countrep ot his owne nature oz pꝛoperty is dev, 
although there it raineth daily, there are few runnings 
Waters which are (wete , ſo that their chefe dzinke is 


of Welles, oz of. water pꝛeſerued in Ceſternes, which 


they call Aqueyes. 

Their Bouſes oz buildings are of great Canes which 
there doth grow: the Golde which there ts.found is baſe, 
and of few Darets ; there is alſo ſmall quantity of fruit. 
Their Nauigation is with canoas , made out of the bo⸗ 
byes of Træs, as is afoze declared, and alſo bpon Raffes 
of Timber: All the Sea coaſte is full repleniſhed with 
Fiche, and greate aboundance of. Whales ; Jn ſome 
Townes of this Pꝛouinte, called cataque: they had vp⸗ 


on their Temple doozes the Images oz figures of men, 


cloathed like the veſtmentof a Deacan, 


Of the vaynes of Pitche, which are at tlie cape called Deſi« 
helena, and of the Gyants which in time paſt inhabited 
there.

dwelt certaineGpantes, who were of inaruailous great 


ſtature, in compariſon to foure times the bignelſe of a Giants. 
meane man of — but * knew not from whence 


made of ſuch 7 they. could not well rry mos 
then one of thoſe Gpantes. 

Their che te pleaſure was, when any had taken any 
greate Fiſh, becauſe thereby their loze was the better, 
fo; each of them.would-eaſely eate moze then thirtie In⸗ 
dians : they vſed no kinde of cloathing,becauſe of the diffs 


cultie to make their Garmentes, 

Theſe Gyants were ercedinge crewell, 03 without 
any cauſe they lew many of the poꝛe Andians, by mean 
wherok they were much feared. 

The Spanyards ſaw in the Pozfe called Puerto Viejo, 


two Images of thoſeGyantes, the one of a man, and the 


other of a Wloman : There is a certaine kinde of Cro⸗ 
nicle,o2 remembzance among thoſe Indians, which was 
teft vnto them by their foze Fathers,of ſundzp particu⸗ 
larities of thoſe Gyanfes,eſpecially of their confumma- 
tion. They alſo held opinion how a younge man came 
downe from Heanen,fhyning like the Sunne , e fought 
with thoſe Giants,thzowing flames of fier at them with 
ſuche vehemency,, that the tokens and ſignes 11. re⸗ 
mained in the hard ſtone, and as pet ſaid they, vntil this 
daye the ſame dothremaine: at which time they wente 
rety2inge to a Ualley , where hee made a finall ende of 
them. But notwithſtandinge theſe Indians tale, no 
perfec credit was giuen vnto the circumſtante therof, 
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vntil the Captaine 1h de Holmos was appointed Liente- h 
nant of the Gouernour, in the Pozt called Puerto Viejo, 
in Anno 1 543. whobeinge infozmed of thoſe antiqui⸗ 
ties, commaunded certaine of his men to digge in that 
Ualley, where they found maruailons great Ribbes, and 
other bones, which if they had not ioyned with the ſkuls 
it would haue bene thought vncredible they ſhould haue 
bene mennes bones: ſo that the matter being thꝛougb⸗ 
ly examined, the Indians opinion concerning ſuch Gy- 
antes, was trew , and ſome of ths Tethe found in thoſe 
ſkulles, were ſent to diuerſe places of Peru: ſome of the 
ſayde Tethe, which were there found were of tbꝛer fin⸗ 
gers b20ad, & of foure fingers longe, which was repoꝛted 
by witneſle of ſight, who were men oftredit,ofthe Spa⸗ 


niſh Pacion. By reco2ds alſo, that (o2t of People were 


knowen to be offenders in the ſin againſt Nature, called 
Zodomy, by reaſon wherof,the Juſtice deuine, permitted 


them no longer to line, but rather the Almighty ſente 


oy Angell to conſume them , as in Zodom and other 
Aſwel in this point as all other antiquities, which is 
knowen and found in Peru, the only .difficultie is to be 
pꝛeſuppoſed which is in the verekping thereok, becauſs 
that the Naturals of that Countrey knew neither w2y- 
ting noz reading, noz pet certaine pictures which the 
Indians of new Spapne vſed in lue of bokes, ſo that 
their recoꝛdes oꝛ regiſters did chiefly conſiſt in memozy 
from one to another: But their accompts oz recknings 
of time, were made vpona ſtring oꝛ coard made of cottõ 
woolle, which the Indians called Quippos,on the which 
they kept their reconing by making of knots on thoſe: 
coardes, with a difference aſcending from one to ten, e 
ſo vpwards accoꝛdingly. And alwaies the coard was of 
the toloure of the thing which was ment to be ſignified, 
ſo that in enerye Pꝛouinte were Dffycers who hay: 
the charge to keepe the thinges in memozie with tboſe 
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coardes, which were called Quippo Camayos, ſo that᷑ ma- 
ny publique houſes were found full of thoſe er ew nem 


the ſaide officers could by them caſily deckare any mat» 
ter concerning their cffece, although it had beene of mas 
ny peres palt. | . 


Of che people and things that are beyonde the Equinocti- 
all line, towarde the Meridian, along the Tea 
Coaſt. cap. 6. 


nas the Equinoctiall tine towarde the 
Peridian, ſtandeth an Aland a. leagues di⸗ 
cant from the fowne of Boio, neere adiop⸗ 
ung to the ürme land. The which Jlands 
Lis called Puma, and hath in it aboundance of 
— foates of beaſtes: and ſtoze of deere, and much 
freſh fiſh in ſwete waters, In time paſt this Aland was 
repleniſhed with people, and maintained warres with 
all the townes about their frontiers : but pzincipallye 
they were enemies to the inbabitants of Tumbez,which 
ſtandeth 12. leagaes diſtant from them. They were 
lozds of many Raffes, foz their nauigation:theſe Raffes 
were made of long light poules , bound one vpe n ano- 


ther, ſo that alwayes thoſe which were placed vpper⸗ Raffes, 


moſt, were odde, as o2dinarily, ſiue, ſeuen, oꝛ nine, and 
the middle powle was longer then the reſt, as a Uther 
to gude the Raffe , and thereon ſate the rower, ſo that 
the raffe is made like an open hand, even as one finger 
is longer then another: And on the toppe are plankes 
[ayde to kepe ſoldiers oz paſſengers from wetting 

There are Raffes that o. men and 3. hozſes 1 ay wel 
be carryed on them. They vſe foꝛ them as wel ſaples,as 
dares, the Indians are very good Parryners foz ſuch 
kinde of veſſels, although it bath happened that when 


Spaniards have ſailed on thoſe Raffes,the Jndians ſut⸗ indian d 


tlely haue vndone the __ ohe rewlth the timt 
| Ci / bound 


er was ccipte,. 
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; bound together, and ſo ech peece toden p to ſeparate fr 
other: By meanes whereof many Chziſtians haue pes 
ryſbed, and the Indians ſaued them ſelues vpon the 
powles, without any other thing to ſuccour themgpy 
reaſon that they can ſwim ercceding well. 

Their chtefe weapons fo2 the warres were ainges, 
clubbes, and hatchets, made of ſiluer and copper. Theꝝ 
bad many ſpeares o: Jauelings, with the ſharpe popnts 
of them made of baſe golde. Both themen and women 
vſed to were many iewels, and ringes of golde , Their 
o2dinarie veſſell was w2ought and made of ſiluer and 

- golde, The Lo2de of that Jlande was greatly feared as 
mong his people, hee was alſo exceeding ielious of his 
wiues, in ſo much that all thoſe ſeruitours which attend 


vppon them had their noſes cut of, andlike wiſe their ge⸗ 
nitall members. 


3 In another litle Jland adiopning to the ſame, they 


found a houſe and a gardeine plot oz opchard within the 
A trance lame, hauing litle trees and plantes ther. in, made of ſil⸗ 
Orchard. mer and gold. Ouer againſt this Zland in the firme land 
were certaine Townes, the which by [diſpleaſure taken 
by the Logd of Peru, he commaunded that aſwell men as 
wemen ſhould haue all their vpper tee hdzawen out, at 
4 ſharpepue Which toothleſſe people vntil this day arc ſome liuing. 
niſhment. P2oceeding fozward beyond Tumbez toward the Pe⸗ 
ridian,foz the ſpace of joo leagues along the coaſt , and 
ten leagues into the mayne, there neuer rapneth, thun⸗ 
dꝛeth, oz falleth any lightning oz thunderbolt: But paſ- 
- ing the ſapd ten leagues within the mapne land diſtant 
from the ſea, it both rayneth and thundzethb,+ haue both 
winter and ſummer in their due ſeaſe ns, & in the ſame 
maner as is in Spaine. But when it is winter in the 
A ſttange mountaynes,then is it ſummer on the ſea coaft, and the 
clung. like tonttariwiſe. So that the leugth of that coaſt which 
is already diſcouered of the land of Petu, which taketh 
bis beginning and is accompted from the citie of Paſto, 


vnto the * ace of Chili, is one the ziſand eight bun⸗

dꝛed leagues, as large as the leagues of Caſtillia, and The 1295 
thꝛougbout the ſayd Countrey lieth a long mo ntayne of peru ro

20, [cagues,and in ſome places the bzanches of that mots 

taine appꝛoaeheth nere the ſea bꝛim. 

So that all which as yet is diſcouered of Peru, is to be 
vnderſtand by two nantes, that is to ſap, all the ground 
betweene the mountainss and the ſea, is called plaines: 
and all the reſt is called mountaines , The plaines are 
dꝛie and the moſt part ſands : foz as befoze is declared, 
there it neuer rapneth, no; pet bath there bene founde 
any ſpꝛʒing oꝛ fountaine , —_ nere the ſea fide are 4. 


of thoſe wm nr the thawing of the mow and rayne 
which commeth from the ſayd hitles where very fewe 
naturall ſpzinges are found: Theſe riuers are diſtant 
one from another, fome 10. and ſome 15. and 20, leagues: 
but the moſt oꝛdinat ie are of ſeuen and eight leagues:ſo 
that commonly the trauelers doo appointe their iozneps 
accozdingly, to come vnto their freſh water. Some of 
theſe riuers are a teague bꝛoade, and ſome loſſe, accozs 
ding to the diſpoſition of the ground. Along thoſe Niuer 
ſides are faire pꝛoſpedes of trees and fruites, ground 
eee fo; the Indians 10 ſowe their eozne called 
412. | 

After the Spaniards began to inhabite this contrer, 

they lowed wheate, all 2 ſaide ws grounde they v⸗ 


fozeſaid grow — the ſaid ——— from the Sea. 
vnto the Pounkaines: thoſe Riuers comming from the 
billes, dilcendinge with 20 vehemency, that the Spa- 

Att 
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nyarves could not paſſe them on Pozſebacke , eſpecially 
the Riner called Sancta, andmany others: ſo that thoſe 
which tozney in thoſe Playnes, they keepe all along the 
Sea coaſte, but in the M inter (ſeaſon if is daungerous 
trauailinge that coaſte, by reaſon of the exccedinge great 
currantes of thoſe Riuers, that the waye is not vadeable 
on Pozſcbacke,but only on Raffes, 02 els with a bundell 
of Gourdes, which they vſe to binde befoze their bzeaſts 
and vnder their armes, and an Judian Pilot goeth be- 
fozeſwimmyng to leade the way. 

The grounde alonge theſe Niuers is erceeding fruite⸗ 
full, as wer haue declared: where Wheat t Paiz grows 
eth in aboũdance, without reſpecting any time of (owing 

Theſe Indians dwell not in boules, but their abidyng 
is vnder Tres, and ſhadowes made fo2 the purpoſe. 
Their women were garments made of Cotton woll, like 
vnto gownes wbich come downe to their fete. The men 
were ſhirtes downe to the knees , and certein Pantels 
vpon the ſame, x althongh their attire is after onejſozte, 
they differ in the attire of their heads, acco2zdynge to the 
vſe of enery countrey : ſome vſe their bhaire bounde vp 
with laces of woll, ſome with one lact, and other with 
many laces of ſundzy colours, ſo there is none but hath 
ſome deuice in his hed,andin'euery P2ouince of a ſeuer⸗ 

all kinde. | 
All the Indians of the Plapnes are denided info thꝛee 

ſoztes,the one are called Vngas, another ſozte are called 
Tallanes, & the thirde Mochicas: in cuery Pꝛouince they 
differ in ſpeeche. notwithſtandinge the Moble men, called 
Caſcikes, beſides , their natural ſp#che, do all generally 
vnderſtande the language of the Cittie of Cuſco, becauſe 
the Ringe of Peru, called cnaynecare, Father of King Are- 
baliba,thanght it a baſe thinge Þ bis Dubiectes,eſpectally 
noble men ſhould talke with him by interpꝛeters, wher⸗ 
upon hee commaunded that all the Caſcikes of his Couns 
frep and dominions, and their 1Bzethzen and — 
. ou 
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ſhould ſende their Childꝛen to ſerue ans attende on the 
_ in his Court, vnder the colour to learne the courts 
iy ſpeche: but chafcly the Ringes intente was to aſurs 
bis countrey with the pꝛincipall men of his Kingdome, | 
in hauinge their childzen in pledge. But be it as it will, 
by this meanes it came to paſſe, that all the Nobilitie of 
his Lande, -vnderſtoote and could ſpeake the language 
vſed in Court, as in Flannders the Gentilmen e others 
ſpeake the Frenche tongne: ſo that in contluſten, any 
Spanparde that actained to the cuſco ſpeech, mought wel 
paſſe thzonghout the dominions of Peru, aſwell in the

==] Ith ont reaſon,thoſe wbich reade is Pio 
2///:) ogy, may ſtande in doubt of the cauſe, why 
it rayneth not in the Playnes of Peru, as bes 
A toꝛe is ſpecified, fo2 by euident tokens, ſhoult 
bee thought that thoſe thinges could not bee 
110 , by reaſon of the growen Riuers which fal into the 
Sea, and commonly engender moyſture t bapo2s, com- 
ming out of the Pountapnes, hauing their beginning of 
the continuall Snow, which there abideth, wherof relas 
tion is made befoꝛe, pea, and the ſayd Pilles neuer want 
clowdy weather, intermixed with rayne. The natural 
reaſd therof, found out by ſuch as diligently haue ſought 
the ſecret therof: which is, that in all thoſe Playnes, and 
Sea coaſt, all the whole peare bloweth one only Minde, Note. 
which the Mariners call Silueſtre, which runneth alonge 
that coaſt with ſuch foꝛce, that the Cloudes and Uapozs 
bane no reſt in thoſe plapnes noz Seca coalt, to come vn⸗ 
to the region of the aper, and fram the high Mountaines: 
The cloudes and vapoꝛs, do — like another W 


Eiue Cities, 
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fo thoſe which are beneathe in the Playnes, and abous 
them agapne it is as cleare as Chziſtall : and this onely 
winde alſo cauſeth the Seagate oz Cuxrant to runne al- 
 wates Nozthward,althongh ſome men are of another o⸗ 
ptnion , which is, that where the @outh ſea commeth to 
fall into the mouth of the ſtraight of Magalanus, beeinge 
there ſo narrowe , and erceedeth not the bꝛedth of two 
Leagues, ſo that the greate power of the water can not 
there haue yſue, and alſo their encounteringe with the 
Nozthen Sea, which likewiſe diſturbeth his paſſage: ſo 
that of fozce it maketh refleaion- and recoyle backe ward, 
aͤnd ſo foꝛceth the Currant toward the Noꝛth. And here 
riſcth another inconuenience, which it, p tbe Nanigatio 
from Panama to Peru, is with ſuch difficultie , becauſe 
the winde is alwayecs contrary, and alſo the moſt partof 
the yeare,p Currant likewiſe, ſo that y @aylers do ſayle 
continually by the bowlinge again ſt the fury of þ winde, 
oz elſe it were not poſſible to ſaple that Coaſt. 
All along the coaſt of Peru are great number of fiſhe,. 
and many Zeale fiſhes. | 
From the Riuer of Tumbez fozward are found none 
of thoſe great Lizartes of which we baue ſpoken. But 
ſome holde opinion the cauſe is, that the countrey foz- 
ward is mo2c temperate, and thoſe beaſtes are louers 
of heate, but the moſt tertaine reaſon is, becauſe the Ni⸗ 
uers thereabout are of a moze ſwifterſcurrant, and ſuf? 
fereth them not to bꝛeede, foz their oAinaric bzeeding: 
is in the calme places of Riners.. 
Now at this day in all the length of the playnes are 
Uillages and Townes of Chziſtians, and flue Cities, 
the firft is called Puerto Viejo, which tadeth very nere 
vato the Tquinoctiall , This Citie hath but fewe inha⸗ 
bitants becauſe the countrey is pooze findapt: fo2 diſea⸗ 
ſes, pet there are ſome mines of Emraldcs , as is befoze 
declared.

Foure ſcoze Leagues foz ward, ſtandeth anofher Cif- 
tie, two Leagues diſtant from a Pozfe of the Sea, which 
is an excellent good Roade foꝛ Shippes, it is ſcituated in 
a Ualley called Lyma, and named the Cittie ofthe Kings, The Cictic 
becauſe the day of Epiphany it was begun to inhabite, it led Ken, 
is placed in a piaine ground,neare vnto a mighty Riuer: ia che Pro- 
The Countrey there about is plentifull of Cozne, 4 mas t 5+ 
ny ſoztes of fruites and cattell: the building of this Cit- 
tie is ſuch , that all the ſtreates doo merte in a faire large 
plate, from the which a man may ſe thzough euery ſtreat 
into the Fe&ldes : the dwelling is maruailous healthfull, 
becauſe it ſtandeth in a temperate Climat,and not vered 
thzoughout the peare with neither heatenoz colde, ex⸗ 
treamely. The hoateſt ſeaſon of the yeare is moze tem 
perate then in Spayne: foz in the time of their heate in 
Lyma, which is in Domer,there falleth enery mo2ninge 
aſwete Dew, which is nothing hurtful to mans health, 
but rather p2ofitable , fo2 ſuch as haue the head ache vſe 
to wach their heads with the Dewe water, and therwith 
nde great eaſe, 
All Spaniſh fruit growetb and p2oſpereth wel in this 
| Hoyle, eſpecially Dzenges, Sidzons, Lemons, Figges, 
| Powngarnardes and Uines , wherof had bene there a- 


” borndance, if the alteracions in the Land had not diſtur⸗ 
SS = bed 
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bed their enlantinge, foz.experience bath ſhewed that the 
very Kernell' of the Gzape hath perduced faire Uynes :: 
There groweth alſo greate ſtoze of Pot earbes , ſuch as 
. v2dinarily grow in Spapne: euer bouſe bath belonging 
vnto it a litle runninge water, oꝛ Bꝛoke, bzought in by: 
conuepance of lewce,which water is ſufficient to dʒiue a 
mill, although along the Riner ſide they baue their como 
mon milles where the Spaniards grinde their co2ne, 
Mhis citie is iudged the molt pleaſant dwelling in 
all thze land,becauſe the pozte and roade oa ſhippes mas 
ketb the Citie to be of great contracation foz Parchats: 
Do that the people of all Cities, Townes,and Uiliages, 
within the maine lande bie to. come. thither. foz. their 
pꝛouiſton and furniture. 
From the mines of this Pꝛouince ts bzought great: 
aboundante of golde and ſiluer. The ſcituation is in the 
middeſt of the land, as pet diſcouered, by reaſon where⸗ 
dk the Emperoar his Paieſtie placed there a chauncery 
ropall, and Judges to decide his ſubieaes cauſes, which 
alſo cauſeth the greater reſoꝛte of people, It is thought 
that in p2ocefe of time this Citie will increaſe to be of 
maruetlous fame and greatnes. ts day: there are 
abone fiue hundzed houſholds of Spantards,, und ener 
bouſe bath a greater compaſſe.of ground then the houſes 
built in Spayne: ſo Þthefe qoo.houſes ſeme bigger then 
1500.in caſtillia, by reaſon that the ſtreetes arc bꝛoad, 
and hath alſo a plate of great compaſſe in the middeſt of 
the citie, ech houſe hath in thefronte $60.foote , +twiſe 
as much large. Their buytoing is ut jof one ffo2ic 
high,fo2z want of timber to builde a height, and pet that: 
timber within the peres beginneth to rotte and cons 
ſume, pet notwithſtanding tbe low building, the houſes 
are ſumptuous and ot great Paieſtie. The walles are 
of fine foote baoade, t the plot whereon|the houſes ſtand, 
are rapſed of like height with earth, by reaſon whereof, 
the houſes. ſeeme of reaſonable height, The Koofes at 


thoſe:

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fhoſe houſes are made of rafters lapde _ and 


vpon the Timber is lapde fog ſœling gallante paynteo 


mattes, like vnto thoſe which are made in Almeria, in 
the kingdome ot Granada, and vpon that ſeeling are layd 
boug hes, ſo that the lodgings are higb, freſb, e not trou⸗ 
bled with the ſunne: and as foz the water, the nede not 
to care: fozasbefozr is declared, it neuer rapneth in 
thoſe plaines. 

Thirty Leagues from this Cittie along the Coaft,is 
another Cittie , intituled the faire Towne of Aroquipa, 
which hath in if z oo. houſcs of Spanpardes: this alſo is 
a health full ſople,andaboundantofall kinde of vicuall, 
bat it tandeth 12. Leagues from the Sea coaſt, by mean 
wherof it is thought that the Towne 'witencreaſe with 
inhabitantes , fo2 the Kiucr by which it ſtandeth, is ſo 
good and faire, that Shippes laden with Parchandize 
map come vp the riuer, euen to the Citt ie: 2 this 


place the Cittie of Cuſcoi is ſerued of all things nedefull, 

and likewiſe the Pꝛouinte of Charcas , from which plas 
ces commeth the moſt people of that Countrey, preaſort 
of the Pynes of Potoſi ; Allo great 
bꝛougdt thither, to be laden in the 


quantitie of Plate 


Dhippes backe againe in returne to the Cittie of the 


Ringes, 02 Panama, which is a great helpe,foz to auopde 
the carriage by land, beeinge very daungerous and trou⸗

he Indians which dwel in the Pountains 
LCF A doo differ much from thoſe which dwell in 
b Plaines,02 low countrep, both in ſkregth, 
knowledge, and liuinge: foz in the Poun⸗ 


——tapnes, their dwelling is in honſes couered 


with earth, their ſbirtes and garmentes are wzought of 
ſheepes woll, which there do brd: they weare nothing 
on their head, but haue their haire laced with a ſtringe. 
Tbe Memen weare garments without flenes , gyꝛded 
with wollen gy2dels, which maketh them long waſted 2 
they alſo weare certayn Mantels ouer their beds, which 
are pinned about their neckes, with pinnes of Golde oz 
Plate, acco2dinge to the habilitie of enery one: thoſe 
pinnes are called in their language Tapos , becanſe the 
beads are great, plaine,and flat, and the ſides and points 
ercedinge ſharpe: Theſe Wines doo helpe their Huſ⸗ 
bandes in the labour tillage of the ground, nay J may 


-fay, that their paines is greateſt in all ſeruite. {Theſe 


Wemen of complerion are white, and well fanoured, 


"exceeding much, the wemen of the Plaines : and ſo line ⸗

ther,becauſe the Bountaynes doth bzing foꝛth great a 
doundance of Gzalle,x bath much freſh water, of which, 
and from which, the Riucrs pꝛocędes, which runneth 
downe into the Plapnes: there are alſo many kinde of 
Flowers and pleaſant grene plottes, with ſundzy kinde 
of Tarbes, andſundzy loztes of Tres, of maruailous 
fruites, ſo pleaſaunt in taſte, that in all Spapne there is 
no better: there are alſo wilde Walnut trees, and Wils 
lowes: theſe Indians haue many wilde Sheepe, and o⸗ 
thers very tame and domeſtical: they haue alſo Deare, 
and ſundzy other kinde of Beaſtes, and great number of 
Fores: The Indians are great Hunters, and call the Hung; 
game Chico, but when they are diſpoſed to make a genes 
rall feaſt of huntinge, they ioyne togeather foure o2 flue 
bundzed Indians, and place them ſelues one by one in 
the compaſle of the ground which they meane to hunte, 
which oftentimes is two oz thze Leagues in circuite, 
and then they come incloſtng fate by fote, by the ſound 
of certaine ſonges, which they vſc to nge foz that pur - 
poſe, ſo that at the end they toine altogeather in a round, 
and take each other hand in hand, e ſome arme in arme, 
ſo that they bꝛing in among them a great number of ſil⸗ 
neſter Beaſtes, euen as though they were penned in a 
Pond, and than they kil and make their choice at their 
pleaſure: but the excedinge ſhowtes, and hallowinge 
which they make, doth not only feare the wilde Beaſts, 
but alſo offentimes with the ſame noyſe they amaze the 
Partriges, and other Foule, that eaſely they may be ta⸗ 
Ken by hand. 8 

CTyere are alſo in the Pountapnes, L pons, and great 
blacke Beares, wilde Cattes, and Apes of diuerſe ſozts, 
and many other kinde of wilde Beaſtes, vnknowen to | 
our ation: The Foule which moſt frequent þ plaines Fouls. 
and Pountaines, are Eagles, Doues, e Turtle Doues, 
Quailes, Parats, Yawkes, white & ruſſct, Nightingals, 
and diucrſe other ſoztes of faire « gallant Foule ; alorge 
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the dea toaſt are Boytres, that hanings 
ſpzed, contayne de e nes from ths

neplous pꝛopertie, which is: They will ſmell the carkas 
of a dead man a farre of, ſo that they wil enter thirty and 
fozty leagues into the land to ſ@ke the dad bodies. The 
fleſhof theſe foules are of a marueplous euil ſmell, and 
zath bappened that ſome foz want of foode haue eaten of 
them, whereof they haue dyed,as of a rapcke papſon..,... 

Bere befoze is declared, how in theſe mountaines 
there rayneth, bayleth, and ſaowech,and|in fine,extrems 
in colde, vet notwithſtanding from-thoſ! ry billes are 
valle pes deſcending ſo deepe , that it ma 6 
credible to ſome to ſpeake thereok. Jn which 1 Ta. | 
the heate alſo is marueplous, and there groweth a cer- 
teine herbe called coca, which the Jndjans doe eſteme- 
mo2e then golde oz. ſiluer: the leaues whereof are hike

doth blow, and then they lay in the ſame Foꝛnates the 
mettal, with Shepes doung, t coales, ſo that the winde 
doth kindle the fler, and the mettal meiteth and cindzeth 
the Solde and Diluer, ans pet vnto this day is ſeene the 
great aboundanceof Siluer, which in this ſozt is molten 
in the Pynes of Potoſi, which coulde not other wiſe bee 
wꝛougbt with Bellowes: ſo p the Indians are the chefc 
melters with their (mall furnaces, which they cal Guay- 
ras , in their Language, and is as muchas to ſape, às 
winde, becauſe the winde doth kindle their Foznates. 
This countrep is ſo fruitful.that it peeldeth foz one bu⸗ 

tell of Wheate ſowen, 150. yea, and ſometime 200, and 
an hundzed foz one is -o2denary , although they haue no 
Ploughes to till the ground, but vſe to turne it vp with 
ſhouels, and ſothe Indians vſe toſow: anviikewiſc they 
make holes in the ground with a woodden Pin, and put 
therin Mheat, in ſuch ſoꝛte as they vſe to ſet Beanes iu 

S payne. All kinde of Gardaine car bes. pꝛoſpereth ex- 

ttedinglp: the Indians fode is chefely bopled Patz, and 
toaſted. in lue of bead, and Deare dleſh dzied, t alſo dʒye 
fiſhe, and ſundzy kindes of Rotes, which they call Iuca, 
and Axis, Amotes, Papas, and ſuch like, with many kinde 
of earbes: They alſo vſe a certaine kinde of Beueredge 
in ſtead of Mine, which they make of Patiz, e the mans 
ner is, they lap their Maiz in water, in certaine carthen 
Ueſſels, which they keepe vnder earth, and there it boy» 
leth, and beſides the whole Maiz, they put therunto a 
certaine quantity of ground Patz,the which one eig 
vour lendeth to another, as wee ble to lende Leuen fo 
Bead.

Che citie of Cusco be foʒe the Chꝛiſtiaijs comming thys: 
ther, was the chieleſt ſeat court of the Andian kings of 
all the whole Naouince, ſo that from that pꝛincelꝝ citie 
was gouerned and nuled all thoſe. countreis and P20- 
uinces here befoze declared, and hereafter halbe decla⸗ 
red. To this citie al the Caſcikes oʒ noble men reſozted- 
krom all places ot the Empire to bzing their tributes ap⸗ 
pertaining to the Pꝛince, as alſo to deals about particu⸗ 
lar afay2es,and to demaund iuſtice in. their ſuites ant 
with another. 

In all the whole dominions of that countrey , there

Binge Inga tommaunded that they ſhould lodge oz inha⸗ 

bite in the ſtreat which lay toward the place frõ whenes 

they came. Thoſe which came from the South parte 

were called collaſms, by the name of a Towne called 

collao: and hæ which came from the No2th, was called 

Ehinchaſuyo,by reaſon of a Pꝛouinte which lay that way 

called Chincha, which is now appertainingeto the Em» 

rour,and ts vnhabited and nothing woꝛth: and in this 

inner they name accozdingly the other two partes 

which lyeth Eaſt, and Wieſt, Andeſuyoand Condeluyo; 

ſo y no Indian might dwell oꝛ lodge in any other treat, 

butonly in that treat which lap towarde the place from 

whence hee came, vpon a great penalty. 

All the countrey neare adiopning to che tie, is ex⸗ 

tteding plentilul l ot᷑ ali kinde ef viduals, and extedinge 

healthfull, fo2 it is appzoned that any ſound man of bo- 

dy that commeth into this countrey, doth long tont inne 

in health. Jt is inuironed with many ritch Mines of 

golde, out of the which bath bene gathered the infinite 

ſumme , which vntill this day hath beene bzought into 

Spapne, although now fince the diſconery of the Pines 

of Porofi, they leane the gold mines, and wozke in thoſe 

filuer Pines, becauſe therein they finde a greater gaine 

then in the golde wozkes, and alſo is gotten with leffe -

This is the (cituation of all the U. ade diſconered, 4 
inhabited thꝛoughout the P2onince of Peru, toward the 
South Sea, pꝛeſuppoſing the Diicouęrv along y South 
toaſt, wit hout entry into the Mayne, becauſe in the diſs 
couerp of the Mapne, the certaintie i not yet knowenz 
by reaſon of the troubleſome and perrilous wayes, that

and this was he, ſats thep, that firſt created ths Indians, 
bat this Creatoz with a diſpleaſure that he tooke with 
bis People ol the Playnes,converted their countrey ins 
to Sande, and commaanded that it ſhould neuer Rayne 
in thoſePlaynes: : Pet in the mittigation of his wzatb,. 
bee ſente them out of the Fountapnes, the Rtuers to 
comfozt them. This their Ood, was called among them 
Son, who was acco2dinge to their cpinion, the childe of 
tbe Sunne and the Moone, and this con was beide foz 
their God, whom they honoured and wozſhipped: and it 
was her, ſaid thep, that did maintayne them with earbes 
and ſilueſter fruites. But after ward out ofthe South, 
tame a great God, called pachac ama; who pꝛopperip was 
called Creatoz,who alſo was the childe of the Sunne and 
Moone, but after his comming their God con vaniſhed 
awap, and teft bis people without a Captayne, by means 
mhe ref pachacamu tonuerted the into Fonle, Apes, Cats, 
Beareo, Lyons, Parrattes, and ſundzpe other binde of 
Foules, which now abound in that tountrep, and bee it

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and thoſe pꝛieſts oꝛ miniſters ware white garments, & 
when thoy make interceſſion to thoſe} Idols, then take 
they certain white clothes in their hands, +p:oltrating 
themſelues on the ground, they make their ſupplicatios:- 
to the idols in ſuch a language, that d other Indians vn- 
derſtand not. Theſe pꝛieſts alſo retequed ſuch offerings: 
as was offered to the idols, buried the ſame in the teme: 
ple,fo2 the offrings were alwaics either gold o2filuer,o2- 
images made like vnto the thing which ech perſon moſt 
deſired. Thoſe pꝛieſts vſed to ſacrifice both men ex cattel,. 
but in the harts & lights of men, after they are taken out 
of the bodies, they behold and marke certain ſignes & tos 
kens, and the like of beaſts, and vntil they finde the igne 
which they ſeke foꝛ, they ceaſe not to kil both man & beaſt, 
fo2 (ſay they) vntill we finde the fignes that we loke foz, 
our gods are not pleaſed w our ſacrifice. Thoſe pꝛieſtes 
did ſeldome go ab2oad into the town, noʒ vet lie with any 
woman in the time ol ſacriſice, and al the night long they 
ceaſed not crying out with loud voyces, inuocating Þ de⸗ 

nils in the fields whoras this Guacas were, of wbich ther 
was manp, foʒ vnto every Indians houſe appertained a 
Suaca. But when they ſhould talke w) the deuil, theꝝ ũrſt 

faſt,+ ſow vp their eye lids, pea, e ſome bꝛeake their eies 
becauſe they are excæding deuout in their wicked, bozri⸗ 
ble, ę blinde religion. Their Caſcikes oꝛ noble men, doe 

take nothing in hand without they firſt conſult with the 
idol pꝛieſts, oꝛ ſpeking moze plainly, with the deuil. The 
Spaniards found in many of thoſe temples of the Sun, 
certain greatearthen veſſels,ful of dzied childzen, which 

bad beene ſacrificed, And among thoſe, peces of ſiluer e 
gold, which were found among thoſe Guacas, were alſo: 
found cros ſtaues, and miters, naturally like vnto thoſe 
which biſhops vſe,and fome images had the like miters 
on their heads. When father Thomgs de verlango, biſhop 
de tierra firme, tame into Peru, ę there hauinge his Piter- 
on his head, at denine ſeruice, Þ Indians thought verily 
tat he was a Guaca, and demaunded if he were þ *

of the Chziltians. They did alſo many times enquire to 
what purpoſe they vſed the miter, but they coulo peld no 
reaſon foz it, ſauing that it was an oznamet of great ans 
tiquitie. Beſide this Guacas thzonghout Peru were many 
houſes 02 monaſterics, wherin a great numberof weme 
were dedicated to the Sun. Theſeweme after they were 
once entred into thoſe houſes , they neuer came fo2th a⸗ 
gaine, but there cotinned ſpinning t weauing very god 
cloth of cotton wol, c ſheepes wool. And when their cloth 
was wzought and finiſhed,they burned the ſame with p 
bones of white ſbeepe, and then tooke the aſhes t thꝛew 
them into the aire toward the Sun. Theſe wemen liued 
chaſte: but if by hap any offendev againſt chaſtitie , they 
flew her foz ber labour:but contrariwiſe if any chaunced 
to be with child, the ſhe was put to her purgation by ofb, 
t if ſhe ſware that ſhe was gotten with child by the San, 
then was ſhe pardoned of death. At the time of harueſt 
when the Indians gathered in their co2ne called Maiz, 
they vſed yerely to make a ſolemne feaſt, and in Þ faireſt 
place of the towne they pitch into the ground two maſts 
like ſõmerpoles, vpon the top of each they placed v image 
of a man, and the middle of the poales are trimmed with 
flowers: Chen come they in foure ſeueral companies w 
their dzummes,and by the ſound of their dzummes they 
come alſo making a great noyſe, ech company thꝛowing 
their wands at the images, and after they haue ſo done, 
then cometh the pꝛieſt bꝛinging an idol, which t they place 
at the fote of the poales,befoze who they ſacrifice either 
a man oꝛ a ſheepe, and with the bloud of either of them, 
they annoynt the Idole. This done they take the hart 
lights to ſearch fo2 their accuſtomed ſignes t tokens. 
And then they ſignifie therby vnto the people : hat ſhal 


happen;vpon which newes , the keaſte is either pleaſant 
oz ſad, and all that day they ſpendi in daunſing 
ing, and in other paftimes which they ble with inſtru- 
ments of muſick accoꝛding to their maner w their wea⸗ 
pons in their hands, which are hatchets, t clubs, and ſuch 
Uke.

he Caſcikes of Peru, c al the pꝛintipall perſons 
in the Land, they do vſe to bury in vaultes, ſit⸗ 
ting in chaires, and haue vpon them and about 


them, all their ritch clothing: they were wont. 
to burie alſo with them one oz two of their wines, which 


were beſt beloued . It hath happened about this poinct,. 


ſometime the wines to go to law, to qppꝛoue which was 
beſt beloued, and to auoide that diſcozd, the huſband doth 
leaue determined befoze his death, who was his beſt be- 
toned; thep alſo buried aliue with him two oz tb2& boyes 
o Pages of ſeruice: they layd alſo into the graue al his 
veſſell of Golde and Siluer . Theeffecte and meaninge 
bereof was, that they beleued to riſe againe in another 
wozlds , and therfoze they would not then be ta ſeske foz 
ſuch furniture oz ſeruice. So than when the @panyards 
tame to bzeake bp thoſe Sepulchzes, foz the gold + plate 
that was in them, the Jndians boſought them that they 
would not.ſcatter þbones,becauſe (faidthey)their bones 
beinge togeather, they ſwall moze eaſelp, and with leſſg 
paine riſe againe. The obſequies which the ir hinſfolks 
make fo2 them is in this ſozt., from the top of the Oꝛaus 
there goeth a pipe made of Cane, that reacheth down in⸗ 
to the mouth of the dead, wherunto the kinſefolke do ofts 
put into the dzinke oz beuaredgs,called Chicha:they alſo 
make vpon their Oꝛaues ths Image of the ded; made of. 


wood, and other cõmon folke bath the ſigne of their occu⸗ 
pacion made vpõ their graues, but the Souldier oz man 
of Mar, bath a.remebzance acco2ding to his valiantnes.

ſelues at this day vſe to name thoſe things accozding to 
tde Spanpards termes of fpeech,and therfoze they leaue 
from callinge their noble men curaca , and call them 
Cafcikes,and the cozne 02 graine which they ere wont 
to call Sara, they called Mar, and the dzinke which they 
called Aſua,they now call cieha. | 

Theſe nobte men did maintaine their vaſſals in peace 
and quietnes, e in time of war they were their:captainsz 
In this ſozte they liued without any generall P2ince 
thzoughont the land, vntil ſuch time as from the partes 
of collao,came from the great lake called Tiricaca, which 
is in circuite nere do. Leagues, certaine warlike perlõs, 
which were called Ingas, they vfed to haue the here of 
their heads rounded,t boales in their eares, w 


bang round peeces of gold: The care in their language 
was called Ringrym . The thæteſt of this newcome peos 


ple was called sa pala inga, which is as much to ſaye,as 
onely Lozde, although ſome ſaye hee was called Inge 
vira cocha, Which is to ſape, the ſcumme oz fatnes 
of the Sea , foz becanſe they knew not the Ozigine 
from whence they came. Thep beleuved that they 
were bzed of the ſapde great lake, ont of the which 


runneth a Riner toward the Caff, which in ſome places 


ts halfe a league bꝛoad, and this River falleth into anos 
ther litle lake 40. leagnes diſtant fro the great lake, ani 
there conſumeth without any other vent, with great ad- 


miration of ſuch as would conſider how ſo great a Riner 


mould conſume in ſo mall a lake. But the ſaid lake is of 
ſuch depth that they can finde no bottome, 

Whereſoze it is thought, that bp the inwarde 
dowels of the earth; the water entreth into 0 12 , af 
voth the Riuer Ates in Greece.

Mhis Inga, begã firſt to inhabit the citty of Cuſco, ę from 
thence they conquered & b2zought intb ſubtects al p land, 
t their childꝛen ſucceſſiuely inherited the Empire: that 
is to ſap, not the eldeſt ſon, but rather the ſecond bzother 
is al waies ſucteſſiuelp heire to his eldeft bꝛother, whe 
bꝛethꝛen wäteth to inherit, tha the eldeſt ſon inheriteth. 
Che token oz Crowne which thoſe Pꝛinces vſed, was a 
Taſſel made of red woll, which was wozne vpon their 
heds,+ came down to their eies, ſo p when any gonernoz 
was appointed to rule in any part of the realme,tha was 
deliuered vnto him, one of the thzeds of the Kings tafſal, 
ſo y with one of thoſe ſimple thzeds,he was obayed and 
eſteemed euen as though the per ſõ royal bad bin pꝛeſent, 
the like was neuer ſerne in any place of the wozld: Nay, 
mozeouer, J am bold to ſap,y the obediece of thoſe people 
vnto their Pzince was ſuch, that it hath happened one of 
thoſe gouernozs hauing but Þ only thzed fro his Pzince, 
t being ſent therwith , hath layne both men e wemen, 
of a whole P2ouince , without any greater power, wzi- 
ting, oꝛ cõmiſſion: But when thole poꝛe ſubiectes ſaw þ 
thzed, they ſubmitted them ſelues even vnto death, 

By ſucceſſion of thoſe Ringes, 1g, the State cams 
vnto one called Gueyn«cave, Which is to ſap, a ritch young 
man, and hes it was that had gotten moſt coũtrepes to the 
augmenting of the eſtate, hee was alſo a loner of Juſtice, 
and executed the ſame th2zoughout his land, and bzought 
the countrey to pollicy e tillage, which was thought in 
thoſe daies a thinge vnpoſſible , that a barbarous people 
without learning and Letters, ſhould gouerne with ſuch 
conſent t o2der , + his ſubiectes alſo to ſhew them ſelues

Theſe {odginges were called Tam- 
bos, whereas the Indians, in whole inriſdiction they fel, 
had pꝛouiſion alwayes in ſtoze of all thinges neccfarie 
foz his armie and hoaſt, not only of ;mcate and dzinke, 
but alſo of all kinde of armour, apparrel , weapon, 
Which they vſed foz the warres, in ſuch ſozt,that one of 
_ Thoſe Tambos,if nede required, was able to furniſh in e- 
uerp reſpecte twenty oz thirtie thouſand ügbting men. 
Cbis Pꝛinte caryed with bim koꝛ bis garde a great 
number of men of warre, with pikes, balberds, clubbes, 
and battle axes, ot filuer,copper,and ſome of e al⸗ 
ſo ſeuerall ſoꝛts of ſlinges.

And by ſkilfull arte, a certaine lifle veſſel] like vnfo a 
great baſket ſerueth to paſſe ouer the wayfaring men, 
by the ſtay and helpe of the cable. Theſe kindes cf paſ-

Likewiſe theſe noble men when they went abzoad, & af- 
tended not on the king, were alſo caried in Litters vpen 
their vallals ſhoulders . Theſe caſikes had their pzince 
in great bonoz,rcuerence and eſtimation: ſo'that when. 
any Pierc 02 great Eſtate had occafion to come to bis 
Pꝛinces pꝛeſence, his duetie was to come barefooted; c 
to bzing his mantel on his ſhoulder, with fome pꝛeſent

zapped therein to pꝛeſent to his Souveraigne, in toten 


of duelie and obedience: Do that if occaſion lerued to talk 
with a Pꝛince twẽty times in one dap, ſo ofte were they 


bound to bing bim ſome new gift. Likewiſe, it was 


holden foz a great offence to looke their Pzince in the 


fate, and if it hapnedanyof them to ſtumble when they 
_ earrpedthe-Pzince in his Litter, jis bead was ricken 


of foz his labour. 
In euery halle league was appointed fs; the Pinets 


ſeruite a fonte Poaſt, which oꝛdinarilp did runne with 
greater ſpæde then the hozſe poaſt. When this Printe 
bad conquered any P2onince, fozthwith he tommaũded 


the chiefeſt men of that place to be ſent into ſome other 
Pꝛouince of his kingdome already inſubiecion:Andthe 


newly diſconered,foz the greater ſecuritie of his eſtate, 


And theſe people that were in this ſozt changed fro one 
Pꝛouince to another were called Vlitimacs.

Þwelted in the. playneshav rebefied againff dim, called 
chimocappa,who Was a man of great poſſeſſion, andhad 
moꝛe then one bundzed leagues of ground, he went per⸗ 
lonall againſt him, x lew dim in the fiely,x cõmaunded 
that fromthencefozth hu Indtã of the plaines ſhoatdat 
anꝝ time were weapon, which gi der is kept vntill this 
-day:yet notwithſtanding his ſucceſfo2 enjoyed thꝛongh 
the Pzinces fauaur, g pꝛouinte of chimo , where af this 
-paeſent ſtandeth the citie of Trugillio; 
Guaynacaua and his father toke an ozder fo; the bzer- 
ding or cattaile,by meane whereof the covifrey was wel 
p2ouided,out-of the which they payd tithing, which they 
latriſiced to the ſun. The chiefe canſeof the eſtimation 
al gold amõg the Indians, was becauſe the king made al 
the veſtell fo2 the ſeruice of his court of that mettal, and 
alſo Jewels tos bis perſon, & offerings to tbe Temple.

Lthough the pꝛintipal intent at this Pitozie; 
was to ſet out the things hapned to the Spa» 
niards which at that time conquered the land, 
=andof their diſcouery ſince. But ſithens this 
— not wel be done without touching ſomewhat of the 
eſtate of the Judians which tben ruled: And alſo that it 
may be vnderſtood it was the diuine permiſſion that the 
Spaniards ſhould come thither at ſuch time as the land 
was deuided into two parcialities, foz otherwiſe, it wold 
baue ſ&med not only difficult,but alſo almoſt impoſſible. 
Therefoze J will retite in byiefe the eſtate which ths 
Spaniards found the countrey tn at their arriual. 

After that Guaynacaua had bꝛought into ſabiectionts 
great a number of P2ouinces to his Cmpire,fo2 þ ſpace 
of 500. Leagues, accounting from Cuſco. weſtward, her 

then determined to goe (in perſon)to conquere the Pꝛo⸗ 
nince of Quito, in the vttermoſt part whereof finiſhep 
his dominion. So that be pzouided on his toznep thither- 
ward with a great armye,and being come thither , and 
dauing finiſhedand quyected that Pꝛouinte, be delighted 
much in that countrep, detauſe it was a pleaſant Soyle 
and holeſome foz his complection, whereupon hee abode

bis Sonnes and Daughters, amonge whom was bib ri⸗ 


deſt ſonne, called Guaſcer ings, Mango Inga, and paulo Inga 
and diuerſe others. And in Quito hee married another 
Mile, Daughter vnto the Loꝛde of that Conntrey, and 
ol her he begot a Sonne, called Arabaliba who hee loued 


ercedinglye : ſo that now he determined to returue to 


Cuſco, leauinge his Donne with a Tutoz in Qgito, but 
in this returne, he found the Calſey in the Pountayne 


bꝛoken and ſpopled, as herebefoꝛe bath bene deckäred. 

After hee had abode in Cufco certaine peares, bee de⸗ 
termined to returne againe to Quito , not onely becauſe 
that Countrey confented him much, but alſo with deſire 
to ſee his Mike, and young Sonne, whom he lonermoze 
than:any other of his Childzen: and this Jozney dee 
toke in hande, by the highe waye that was made in the 
Playnes,and from this time fozward, hee retourned no 
moze to cuſco, but above all his life time in Quito, gaue 
that Land oz Pꝛouinte which hee had with fozce conques 
red, to his Sonne 4:444/i45, becauſe the ſame had been of

WhanG#4yncaua died, bis Donne Atabaliba toke potel⸗

the great perrill ot his owne perſon , who letted not to 
paſſe ouer vpon his owne ſhoulders, ſuche as could not 
\ſwimme, vntill at length they tame to a Towne of Jn- 
dians by the Sea ſide, called coaque, which was ritche of 
Parchandize,and plentifuli of victuals, where bee com- 
fozted his men which were weake, e bzougbt low , with 
their troubleſome Jozney. 

Fromthis Towne, hee ſent two ſhippes fo Panama, 
and Nicaragua, and in them the ſomme of 30000. Caſtlins 
of Golde, which hee had taken vp in Coaque, to the intent 
that they mought ſe in thofe Citties the tikelyhoode of 
gayne,that might enſue of their trauailes, and to encou⸗ 
rage them to follow his ſteps. 

In this Towne of coaque,they found ſome Emralds 
which were exceding good, and fine ; this Towne ſtan- 
deth vnder the Equinociall Lyne; there were ſomes 
though coue touſnes, loſt much money, becauſe they bn» 
derſtoode not the finenes no: godnes of thoſs ſones, foz 
they made their experience, taking Vammers to pzoone 
the hardnes of the ſtones, and ſo they ſpopled many faire 
and ritch Jewels. After they bad abode here a while, 
dis mon were vered with p ſozt of ſmall Poxe, of which 
heretofoze bath bene ſpoken, ſo thatfewe oz none of all 
bis Army eſcaped: Notwithſtandinge, the Gonernour 
perſwaded them, that evill conſtillacion of that Clymat, 
was the cauſe, wherupon they pꝛocteded fozward, vntill 
they came to the P2ouince,called Puerto Viejo,conquers 
ing and pactfiyng the People, all the way as they went;

M han they were arriued 
at the Aland, the Jndians came and offered them peace, 
and alſo curteoufly entertained them: Notwithſtanding 
they had pzepared a Snare oz Ambulh to haue flapne 
them all that night ; howbeit the Gouernour had notice 
therof, wherupon he fozthwith ſet vpon them, and toke 
their Caſcike Pꝛiſoner: Pet nenertbeleſſe,the next day, 
the Gouernour and all his men were innironed with 
Andians,men of Marre.

And then the Gouernour pitched bis Campe in Tum 
bez: in this meane while came Captaine genalcaſar, who 
had remained to ſee therefidew of the men ſhipped from: 
the Jland, who duringe the time of his abode tdere, had 
many ſkirmilhes with the Indians. 

The Gonernour abode in Tumbez twentie dayes, 

fendinge daily Embaſſadozs to the Lo2de of that Sople, 
requiring him to peeld to the Emperozs ſeruite, but ali 
was in vaine,fo2 he would neuer accept that freendſhip, 
rather he did much hurt, and ſpoyled many of his men ot 
feruite, called Labozers, when they went ab2ode to ſeke 
vicuals fo: the Campe: and the Spanyardes could not 
annoy them in any re ſpecte, becauſe thep were on the o⸗ 
ther ſide of the Niuer, vntill at length the Gouernour 
made Raffes, in ſach ſecret ſoꝛte, 9the Indian enemies 
had ns vnderſtandina therof ; ſo that in an Enening, he 
with his Bꝛethꝛen 1%, and Conſalo piſarro, with Cap» 
taine soto t Benalcaſaur, paſſed on thoſe Naffes 50.

Captaine soto came in fight of Atabaliba , he ſet ſpurres 


to his hozſe as though he would haue run againſt an ar⸗ 
med man, which bzauery did not a litle amaſe the pooze 
Indians, who with all haſt fled out of his way · But fog 
their labour, Atabaliba commannded them to he llapne, 
and would geue Soto no anſwere of his/embaſſage, vntilf 
Fernando Piſarro tame, who the Mouernour ſente after 
Soto with another company of hozſemen, but he tolde his 
minde to one of gis noble Caſcikes, and the Caſcike de⸗ 
clared his ſaying to the inferp2eter,andthe Jnterpzeter 
to soto. But fo Hernando piſarro hee ſpake perſonally by 
the month ofthe only Jaterpzeter ; Unto whom perro 
ir came from the Em 
perour his aieſtie, and to know his ropall will, be only 
deſired that it might pleaſe him to ſignifie whether bee 
might freely come vnto his pzeſence,+ito be accepted as 
bis freend. Unto whom Atabaliba anſwered Þ hee would 
freendly accept his offer, ſo that hee would returne the 
golde and plate which ſince the entrance into his land, he

was great, ſo that the Emperours fifte parte, amounted 
in fine Siluer 50@000 Poy3es,and yet in the ſame plate 
was Gold ot thz& + foure Carettes: wherofthe Empers 
our his parte was zoo o Popzes, every Yozſeman had 
fo2 bis hare 12000 Poy3es in fine Golde, beſides his part 


in Siluer: and euerp Footeman has a quarter part leſſe 
then the Pozſemen. Pet notwithſtandinge, this great 
treaſure, the one fifte parte of Arabalilas raunſome was 
not delincred : and becauſe that Don Diego bꝛougbt with 
him a great company of men, there was alleaged p vnto

paiſoner: vet the Gonernour cemmatinded fo giue —

determined to ſend his bother Hernando Piſarro to certis 
fie the Emperour of his pzocedings and god ſucceſſe, and 
becanſe the true account was not yet perfealy knowen, 
he ſent vnto his maieſtie +00000, poy3cs in gold, 20000, 
markes of plate,contayning fire ducates to enery marke 
out ot the whole ſtock: Which pzeſent was wꝛought in 
ſundzy ſoꝛt of veſſell accoꝛding to the Indian vſe, where- 
of ſome were great veſſels foz wafer oz wine, called Ti⸗ 
nages,chafingdiſhes,02ummes , ſhepe, figures of men 
and wemen, all wꝛougbt in the fozſaydimettail. 
With the ſaid poztion Hernando piſaſra twke ſhipping 
with great griefe of his departing fro Atliba, who lo⸗ 
ured him excedingly,and alſo diſcouered!vnto him much 
of his ſecretes.and ſapde bnto him at bis leaue takinge, 
O good captaine goe you now away : Truely your de⸗ 
parture is greuous vnto me, foz when vou are gone, 1 
ſwal be flaine by this one eyed man, and this he ſpake by 
Don Diego de Almagro, who had but one t᷑ve, as befoze hath 
beene declared, 
Likewiſe he liked not the ieſkure of A/o/o Reguelme, who 
was Treaſozer fo2 his maieſtie. And truely, pooze Aras 
baliba iudged right,fo2 as ſone as Hernando piſarro was 
departed, his death was conſpired by ineane of his In⸗ 
terpꝛeter, who was named p/ilip, and was ſo called, bes 
cauſe he had beene in payne with the Gouernour, who 
moſt falſely accuſed his P2ince , ſaying Þhee was mins 
ded to murther ſecretly the Spaniards; and foz that pur⸗ 
poſe,he had appoynted in ſecrete places a great number 
of Indians, and where the infozmation was made by þ 
mouth of 24/77p , who interp2eted the witnes ſayingee, 
z2ccozding tp his owne pleaſure. Buf the cauſe of his wie 
ked dealing was not certainly knowen, but it was iud- 
ged to be one of two tauſes, which were, the one wag 
thought that he was in loue w one of Afabalibas, wines, 
think inge by his death to enioy bis deſire without peril:

02 the were boꝛne, was deſtroyed # made vnhabifable, & 
the ground ſowed with falt, the tres cut down, and the 


houſes beaten flat with the ground, other greenous pu⸗ 
niſhments were deuiſed in remembzance of the offence. 

Others held opinton that the chiefe cauſe of Arai 
b his death; was the exceeding couetouſnes of Don Die. 
go de Almagro, and alſa ot᷑ his men, becauſe it was told the 
that they had no right to haue any ſhare of alp raunſome 
ol Atabaliba, which they thought vnpoſſible to be perfour 
med; although all the gold in the wozld were gathered to⸗ 
gether; Upon which occaſtons. the ſoldyarsof Don Diego 
deſired the death of Arabaliba, ſaying, that as long as hee 
ſhould line, the Gonerno2s men would ſay, that al y gold 
which ſhould come to their hands was his raunſome, and 


they ſhonld not be partakers thereof, But be it as may 


be, they condi ned him to death, wher at the poze Pꝛinte

T Reate were the troubles which Don Dirgo 
s and bis company paſſed in the iozney towacd 
Chili,aſwel with bunger and thirſt, as alſo 
with encounter of Indians, which were 
——— mightiegreat men of .groweth. Allo tber 
were i in ſome places excding good archers, wha were 
clothed in Zeale ſkinnes: But the extreeme colde did 
mach annoy them, aſwell the bitter arpe aire, as the 
froſt.aud ſnow, & alſo the paſſage oucr the mountaines, 
which were touered with ſnew, where it hapned that a 
captaine called Ryydias, who followed Don Diego de Alu- 
gro, had many ofhis men and hozſes frozen to death, foz 
neither their appar rel noʒ armour could reũſt the excees 
ding ſharpnes of the aire, which did ſo vehemently pene⸗ 
trate and frele them. The extremitie of this cold was 
ſuch,that at the end of flue moneths, when Don Diego res 
turned toward cuſco, he found ſome of his copany which 
had followed outward, frozen to death, ſtanding on their 
fete, leaning vponthe Rockes , and holding their hozle 
baivels in their hands: and their hozſes likewiſe frozen 
ca drath, as freſh without tos ruption, as though at that 
inſtant they had dyed. 
The carcaſes of which hoꝛſes was a great relicfe fo: 
bis men at his ſaid returne, foʒ want of other viaualles, 
and after they were paſt the extremitie of colo, thẽ came 
they inte ſuch a wildernes, withaut any kinde of babi⸗ 
tation, where they ſtoode in as great a neede of water to 
dꝛinke, ſo that their chiefe remedy was to carrye with 
them from the ſnowy hilles, ſhepes ſkinnes full of wa⸗ 
ter, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that cucry line ſheepe tarrped on his 
backe, the Skinne of an other dead Sheepe full of

Hozſemen, he left ozder 
with Rodrigo Orgomos who was his generall, that 
he ſhould be in areadineſle , that if the Marques did happen to 
bꝛing moe men then wos agrerd vpon, that then he to repairt 
with his armie, and that he ſhould vſe Hernando Piſarro,accote 
ding as he ſhould ſee, how the dealing fell out at their meeting. 
hen theſe two Gentlemen met, thei embꝛaſed the one the 
other very louingly, and after many woꝛdes and muche talke 
had betwixt them, without any ſpeech ok the pꝛincipall matter, 
a gentleman appartaining to wi es, came to Do Diego 
and tolde hym in his eare ſaiyng.

ſarroby oꝛdenarie tournepes, came to the citie on an euenyng.

Nauigation: and alſodziuen to want of vicuales, wher⸗ 
vpon the Fleete was ſeperated, one ſbippe cleane with⸗ 
out ſight of the other, and he himſelf died on the way, in 
ſutche ſozte, that bis companie were ſcattered amongs.

And when 
he was come to the meting of the two Riuers, where be

parte thereof, noz yet chaunge their olde ragges, which 
they had on their backes, to obſerue the rule of equitie, 
like good ſouldiers: ſo that in this fozme and attire, ber 
with his company,entred into the city of ina mozs 
ninge,and wente dirccly to the Temple, to render vnto 
God molt bumbte laude and pꝛaiſe, who of his infinite 
goodnes had delivered them ont of ſo manpe perrils and 
daungers ; and after their pꝛayſes giuen, eache one atti- 
red him ſelfe acco2ding to his poſſiblitie. 
Chis countrey where the Zinamon groweth, ſfandeth: 
| buder the Equinociall Lyne, even as the Jlandes of 
Maluco doth, which alſo bzingeth fozth Z inamon, which:

| AVE dis, which he bad begott# of an Indian Mo⸗ 
man, to the titie of ; Kings, whoſe 
ego de Aluagro, who was a vertus youngs 
man of great courage, * well bzought vp: 
exerciſe was fo ride a hozſe well, both after

The Father of this young 
man commended his Sonne vnto this man: Now whan 

he was in the citie of the Ringes, with his Pupill, hee 

vſed greate conuerſation with ſuch as he thought mcefe 

to bee of his partialitie, who were fuch as went wadzing 

vp and downe-in the Countrep, without a guide, as 
men lefte ſutctourleſſe, and overcome, and none woulde 

enfertaine them becauſe they were with don Bos de Al- 

magęro, at the time ot his ouerthzow.

Hernando piſarro was gone into payne, and his bzother 
Gonſalo, likewiſe gone into the countrep of Zinamon;in 
dilcouer p, and bee alſo be inge fect at libertie by the Pars 
.ques , foz vntill this time, hee was as a Pꝛiſoner. So 
that now the pounge man and his 02 , began to pꝛe⸗ 
pare armour and other furniture of Mar, in a readines, 
meaning to reuenge his Fathers death, «4 the deſtructi» 
on which was made in his Fathers armie: the remem⸗ 
bꝛante wherof, was as pet very frech in minde, although 
the Parques often times pꝛocured to haue them fo his 
faithfull reends: but vet he could neuer bꝛing his dere 
to effect: wherupon hee tooke occaſton to take from them 
certain Indians of ſeruite, thinking be that meane they 
ſhould not haue wherwit ball to maintaine ſuch as daily 
came vnto them: but his pzetence auapled not, foꝛ they 
were ſo knitte togeather in league of kreendſhip, that all 
which they poſſeſſed, was a thing to 
t that which was gotten by play,o2 
10 1van de Herrada, his Youſe , as 
maintayne him withall : ſo thatdailye they multiplped, 
and furniſhed them ſelnes with Armour: pet not with⸗ 
ſtandinge, there were many of th Parques freendes, 
that gaue him warninge of their dooinge. 

But hee not regarding their counſaple, beeing a man

Don Diego de Almagro, and his companpe, beeinge als 
fured of the plapne meaninge of the Parques, they be- 
came euerp dape moꝛe ſhameleſſe then other: pea, they 
letted not the cheefeſt of them, to pale by the Parques 
in the ſtreate, without any ſubmiſſion oꝛ reucrence doo⸗ 
inge vnto him: and alſo on a night they had tycd thzee 
Halters on the Picot, which is a Piller, wheron (hey 
vſe to doo execution of hanginge, in the Þ ket place of 
euery cittie, 


ques houſe , and another towarde the houſe of his 
Liactenant , and the thirde toward the houſe of his Se - 
cretary.. 


Pet the Parques diſſimuled all theſe dooinges,ercus 
ſhame , and 


ſinge them as men onercome , and withou 
therfo2e they vſed ſuch pzaciſes, 


But theſe longe ſufferings , made them great deale 
the bolder: ſo that from two hundzed leagues diſtante, 


came diuerſc of the parcialitie which were tofoze bani» 
ſhed, amonge whom they abſolntelp conſpired the Par- 


ques death, and to bee Lo2de of the Lande. as afterward 


followed. Pet they ſtayed ſomewhat p longer in the exe⸗ 
cution of their determination, onely to heare ſome

times be would goe out of the Cittie, to certayne Miles 
that he had a making, with only his Lacky *- 'ttend vp6 
him. And fo ſuch as demaunded of him, w ve had not a 
Garde to wayte bpon him: he would ſay, that he would 
not that men ſhould thinke, that he ode in feare of the 
Lycenctafe I aca de Caftro, who was comming foz to be 
Judge againſt him, | 

Mherupon the men of Chili, blewe abꝛoade — Vaca 
de Caſtro was dead, ſeeing that the Marqueſſe fed in ſuch 
ſeturitie of him ſelle. So that on a daye / v — 
went to vilite dim at his houle, with certayne of his par⸗ 
tialitie, and founde him in his Garden: where after cer⸗ 
tapne woꝛdes, he demanded why his Loꝛdſhippe would 
conſent to kyll him and his fellowes? 

Che Mar queſſe aunſwered with a great oathe, that he 
neuer had any ſuch intencion. But rather (qt oth be) it 
is folde mee, that you and your freends goe about fomar- 
der me , and foz that purpoſe ye pꝛouide dayly Armour 
and Punicion , Unto whome Jaan de nerrada made 
aunſwer, ſaying: Sy2 ſith your Honour doth pꝛouide 
Launces, it is no meruayle though we buie Cozſelettes 
to defende vs: he was ſo bolde to ſpeake ſo pꝛeſumptu - 
ouſly, becauſe he had neere at hande in Ambuſhe, aboue 
foꝛtie armed men. Furthermoze be ſapde, that be- 
cauſe his Honour ſhonld put away his ſuſpicion , that it 
1 pleaſe him to graunt lpcence to him, and Don 
Diego de Almagro and his men, to depart out of the Coun 
trep. 

The Loꝛde Marqueſſe hauing 3 no ſuſpicion 
by his woꝛdes, dyd rather pittie them, and aſſur ed them 
with amozous woꝛdes, laying : that be had | 
Lainces to tontend with them. —

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Ve had no ſoner ſpoken theſe woꝛdes when he went to 
an D2enge tree, and gathered certaine Dzenges, which 
there were highly eſteemed , becauſe they were the firſt 
that grewe in that Countrep, and gaue them to Tn de 
H errada, (aying in his eare, that if be ſtode in nede of a- 
ny thing, that he ſhoald tell him, and he would pꝛouide 
him accoꝛding to his deſire:fo2 the which bis gentle offer, 
[nan de H errada kyſſed his honours bandes. 

And leaning the Marqueſſe with this ſecuritie, he take 
bis leaue, and went home to his houſe: where he with the 
pꝛincipalleſt ot his parciallitie agreed, that the next Sun⸗ 
day following they ſhould make an ende of the Marqueſſe 
dayes , ſithens they had letten the matter lippe, which 
would haue bene done on Saint John Baptiſt day, paſt, 
At happened tbat on the Saturday , dne of the conſpi⸗ 
ratozs, opened the matter in confeſſion to the Curafe 
of the Church, who the ſame night aduiſed Antonio Pi- 
cado, Setretarie to the Marqueſſe, beſeeching him to bzing 
him to his Lo2des pzeſence : Mhereuppon the Becre- 
tarie went with him to the houſe of Franciſco Martix, hꝛo⸗ 
ther to the Marqueſſe, where he was at ſupper with his 
Childzen , andinconfinent aroſe from the Table, and 
came to the Curate, who enfozmed him of the trueth of 


the conſpiratie, at whoſe woꝛdes the Marqueſſe was not 


a lyttle amaſed:and within a lyttle whyle, be ſapde to his 
Secretarie, that be belteued not the Curates aduiſe, be- 
cauſe (ſapde he) it is not long agone, ſith Juan de N errada, 
came vnto me with great hamilitic , and that tbe partie 
which had opened his minde to the Curate in confeſſion, 
ſhould ſeeme by that pꝛactiſe to craue ſomewhat of him, 
and to haue him moze bound to gratifle him, he had deui⸗ 
ſed that pollicie. Bat notwithltanding,be ſent foz Docts2 
Tuan V elaſques,his Lieutenaunt, who being enyllat caſe 
could not come. So that the Marqueſle went vnto him 
the ſame night home to his houle, hauing in his company 
onely his Secretaris, with other two oz thꝛe perſonnes, 
þ and 
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and a Lynck caried befoze him, e finding his Lieutenant 
in his bed: he tolde him the cauſe of his comming, ba 
hauing beard all the matter, made lyght of it, wylling his 
Kozdſhippe not to feare: foz as long(quoth de) as J baue 
this white wande of Juſtice in my hande: there is none in 
all this Lande that dareth to ſtyzre oz make an vpꝛoze. 
In which his ſaying it fell ſa out, that he kept pꝛomiſe, foz 
afterwarde as he was running away, as hereaffer ſhall 
be declared, at the tyme when they were kylling the Mar- 
queſſe: he fled out at a window, and deſcending downe the 
ſide of a wall, he caried the rod of Juſtice in his mouth.

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they2 ſwoꝛds ready dzawne in they; hands, crying with a 
loude voice, ſaying: Let the Ty2ant trayfo2 die, who hath 
commaunded the Judge to be ſlaine, which the King our 
Paiſter ſent into this land, The cauſe which they helde. 
not to goe in ſecrete wiſe, but rather with all tbe noyſe 
poſſible,that the Ciffizens ſhould imagine they2 nuber to 
be great, conſidering Þ they durſt attempt ſuch a watghty 
matter ſo publiquelp, and alſo at ſuch an howze , that al- 
though they ſhould come with all (pede to the ſacker, pet 
they ſhould come to late, oz elſe them ſelnes fo be ſlaine. 
In this fozme they came to the Marqueſſe houſe , lea- 
ning one at his gate, with a dzawne ſwoꝛde in his hande, 
which was blodied with the blod of a Ram: whocryed 
with a loude voice, dead is the Cyꝛant, dead is þ Tpꝛant. 
Che which bis pꝛoclamation, was the cauſe that many of 
the Cittizens which were coming to the reſcue, returned 
home fo they houſes againe, belening that p thing was 
true, which that one man had ſpoken. Wherupon Juan de 
H errada pꝛocitded bp a payze of ſtapzes with his men, in 
the meane whyle, the Marqueſſe was aduiſed by certaine 
Indians which Rod at bis chaber doze, t there vpon he c6- 
maũded Frexciſcode Chauec, that whillt he wet in, to arme 
him ſelfe,to keep the Hall dwze: who was ſo ſoʒe troubled 
in minde, p be foꝛgot the ſhutting of dw2es, + went down 
the ſtapzes, to know what þ matter was, 4 ſuddenly one 
of the tonſpiratoꝛs thauſt him thzough w bis ſwo2d: who 
ſeeing him ſelf moꝛtally woũded, dzew his ſwozd, ſaying, 
what haue ye no regard to pour frandes. But the ſtripes 
tame ſo thick vpõ him, p he was ſone diſpatched, and lea⸗ 
uing him there dead, they ran like deſperate men into the 
Marqueſſe Hall, where were in nũber rij. Spaniards of the 
Marqueſſe frends, who fled, leaping out at þ windowes, 
amõg whom was docto2 Velaſques his Wiutenãt, with his 
white rod of Juſtice in his mouth, accoꝛdig to his pꝛomſe, 
fo2 becauſe both his hands were needfal to help him down 
the wall, The Lozd Marqueſſe being in his bed Chiber,x 
N bis 
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his bꝛother Franciſco Martin, helping to arme him, with 
two Gentlemen and two Pages, the one was called Jaan 
de Varga, who was ſonne to Gomes de T ardo ya, andthe os 
ther was named Eſcandon, wha ſeeing the enemie ſo nigh, 
that they had not tyme to arme they: Paiſter: the Mar- 
queſſe twke his ſwoꝛde and Target (which is a ſheelde of 
leather) in hande, and came to his Chamber doze: where 
he and his folke'valiauntly defended them ſelues a god 
ſpace , and fought ſo manfully , that the enimies conlde 
not enter, ſaying with a lowde voice, Dh bzother, vpon 
them, vpon them, let them dye like Traptoꝛs as they are. 

But the men of Chili fought ſo long, that they ew Fran- 

ciſco Martin, in whoſe place entred one of the Pages: 

The Chili men ſ&ing them defend them ſelues ſo long, x 

fearing that ſuccour might come, and aſſault them on 

tbey2 backes : they determyned to put the matfer in ha⸗ 

zarde , ſo that they toke one sf they2 owne company, and 

thꝛuſt him in at the doꝛe with fozce of hande, being well 

armed: and whylſt the Marqueſſe was octupied in killing 

of him, the reſidue had tyme to enter the Chamber dwze, The cruell 
and they all with one accoꝛd ſtroke at the Marqueſſe, who _— 
fought ſo long with them, that with verie wearinelle, his queſſe. 
ſwo2de fell out of his hands, and then they flew him with 
a pꝛicke ofa Rapper thꝛough his thꝛote:and when he was 

fallen to the ground, and his winde fayling him, he cryed 

vnto God fozmercie, and when be had ſo done, he made a 


 peelded bp the Ghoſt: and when he was fully dead, they 
fiew alſo his two Pages: And on the Chili ſive 
ſlaine,anddiuers others wounded, 

When this ſozrowfull newes was knowne in the Cit⸗ 
tie, there came aboue two hundꝛed men to ayde Don Dez- 
go de Almagro , foꝛ though they were armed and in area- 
dineſte, vet they durſt not tome abꝛoade, tyll they per fed⸗ 
ly knew how the matter would palle, But now they ran 
vp and downe the Cittie, taking wy Armoz from ſuch as 

ig. were 
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were comming to ſuccour the Marqueſſe. When the mur⸗ 
derers tame out of the Marqueſſe houſe, with theyꝛ blod⸗ 
/ dye ſwozdes in theyꝛ handes : they fozthwith cauſed Don 
Diego to mount vpon bis Poꝛſe, and to paſſe thꝛough the 
cheekeſt ſireetes of the Cittie, ſaping:that in all Peru, there 
was no other Gouernour, but onelp he,noz pet any King 
abone him. And when this was done, he ſackt the Mar- 
queſſe houſe, and alſo the houſes of his Bꝛother & his Se⸗ 
cretarie. And then he compelled the Councell c State of 
the Cittie to receyne Den Diego foʒ they2 gouernour, vn-* 
der p collour of the Capitulation,which was tofoze made 
With bis Paieſtie, at the beginning ol ß diſcouerie, which 
in effect was. That Don Diego de Almagro,ſhould haue the 
gouernment ot newe Toledo, and after his deceaſe, his 
ſonne, 02 whome he ſhould appoint to eniop the ſame. 
When all this dilligence was done, they commaunded to 
beſlaine certapne Uallailes, which were krowne to be 
ſeruaunts and frends to the Mar 
It was a ſoꝛrowfull ſpectacle to behold and heare, the 
Wines ol dead men, what dolefull cries they made, yea, t 
the lamentable woꝛds that they ſpake The co2pes of the 
Lo2d Marqueſle,certaine Negros dzew a long the ſtretes 
toward the Church, & none durſt burie him, vntyll Juan 
de Barbaran,Cittizen of Trugillio, who ſomtyme had been 
ſeruaunt to the Marqueſle, he and his Wife buried bothe 
the Marqueſſe and his 1B2other,aſwell as they might,ha- 
ning firſt obteined licence fo2 that fact of Don Diego : they 
made all the haſte poſſible to burie him, and pet they bad 
not leyſure to atty2e him accoꝛding to the vſuall ceremo- 
ny of knights,of the oꝛder of . ame, hecauſe they were 
aduiſed how the men of Chili were comming to cutte off 
the Marqueſſe head, foz to put it on the Picot, which is a 
Galfowes after their vſe. In this fozme Juan de Barbaran, 
buried his Led and Paiſter,and after the buriall he cau⸗ 
ſed the Funerall pompe fo be ſolemnized, accozding as he 
was able, at his owne coſt. After all this god wyll and 
| | dilligence 
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dilligence was ſhewed : be went foſeke bis Chyldzen, 

which went wandzing altray, to pꝛoture they? ſecuritie. 
The Chili men were nowLo2des and Nulers in the 

Cittie. By this ſucceſſe we may learne and ſ the woꝛld⸗ 

ly thinges, and the variefie of Foztune , that in ſo ſhozt 

a tyme,a Gentleman who had diſcouered,conquered,and 

gouerned ſo great Countries, ſo many Kingvomes , ſuch 

innumerable ſums of Treaſure: who had giuen ſo great 

rentes and liuings, in reſpec of time, the greateſt Pzince 

in the woꝛld had not done the lyke , And now to be ſud⸗ 

denlyflaine,by the handes of onely twelue men, at none 

tyme, being in a Cittie, where all the Ciffizens wercey» 

ther bis ſeruants,Kinſemen,oz Soldiours, bnto whome, 

generally he hadginen ſaffictent lining,and none among i 

them would come to ſuccour him: nay,rather they fled a- | 

way,euen the Sernaunts of bis owne houſe, e his noble 

- £02ps ſo vily buried. And all the infinite Treaſure which 

be poſſeſſed, conſumed in a moment, not hauing ſo much 

left to burie him , accozding to the degree and ſtate of his 

perfen : and all theſe tbinges fo happen vnto him after he 

had thereof ſuſficient warning by ſundzie men, as here 

befoze bath bene declared, Theo bath happened the. xxvi.

reſpect comparable one to the other: and touching the ly- 
nage ol theſe our Captaines, at theheginning ol this Bi⸗ 
ſtoꝛie, is wzitten aſmuch as could be knowen. Eut in the 
reſidue they were bothe valiaunt perſons of great tour; 


rage, the were alſo great ſufferers 
and verie vertuous, they were fr@nds to do pleſure to al 
men, at theyzowne toſt. Thep were much lyke of tnclp- 
nation, eſpectally , in the ſtate of lyuing, foꝛ neyther of 
them was married, although the poungeſt of them bothe 
at the tyme of they2 death, was aboue thz& ſcoꝛe and ſius 
pteres of age. 

They were bothe enclined to affayzes of Marres, al- 
though Don Diego de «Almagro, when occaſion of Warres 
wanted, applied him ſelfe to thinges pf gapnes:thep were 
niere of one age, when they toke the conqueſt of Peru in 
bande, in which Diſcouerie and conqueſt, they toke the 
paynes which bath bene declared although the Marqueſſe 
dyd ſuffer greater trauaile, and palled greater peryls then 
Don diego . Foz whyllt the one was occupied in the grea- 
teſt part of the Diſconeris , the other abode in Panama, 
pꝛouiding necefſaries c Furniture fo him, as lykewiſe 
bath bene declared, They were bothe noble minded, and 
alwapes they pzetended and conceyued haughty thinges, 
they were gentle and amyable to theyꝛ Soldiours, they 
were equall in lyberallifte : although in ſhewe, Don Dzego 
bad the aduantage, becauſe he loned that his gift ſhould be 
publiſhed and blowne abzoade : vnto which condition the 
Marqueſſe was contrarie , fo2 he would not permit that 
hts toberall giftes ſhould be ſpoken of : but rather pzocu- 
red to haue them kept in ſecrete, hauing moze reſpec to 
pꝛouide fo; the neceſſitie of ſuch as wanted, then to obs 
taine a vainegloꝛious repoꝛt. 

It once happened that a poze Soldiounr , had his cheefe

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the ps2e ſoldiour there, he bzought in his boſome 
of Golde, of ten pound weight. to giue vnto him 
owne hands:and not finding him there at that inſtant, he 
chaunced to make a match at play , 4 without putting off 
his coate, he played his match, becauſe he would not that 
any ſhould ſe the wedge of Gold which was in his boſom, 
The play cotinued the (pace of the how2es, x came 
the Soldioꝛ foz whome the golde was bꝛought, the which 
he delpuered vnto him ſecretly, ſaping: that be had rather 
haue giut him thꝛte times as much, the to ſuffer þ paines 
which he had taken in his long tarying: with many other 
lpke examples, which might at length be ſpoken of, 
So that alwapes the Marqueſſe almes and giftes were 
diſtributed by his owne handes, and with aſmuch ſecreſie 
as might be, yea, and alwapes pꝛocured the reccyuers 
to keepe ſilence: And fo2 this coſideration, Don Diego was 
belde to be moꝛe liberall, fo altgough he gaue largelp, pet 
be had a fozme how it ould ſcem much moꝛe then it was: 
notwithſtanding, touching this vertue of Pagnificence, 
they may iuſtly be called equall. The Marqueſſe alſo was 
wont to ſay, that conſidering the company of aduenture 
and fellowſhip made bet weene them, that neither of them 
could giue any thing wherein the other had not his part, 
Etherfoze as lyberall was he, which permitted the other 


wꝛitten of Cato x Sills, andofmany other Rom 
taines, which were buried of almes. 
Lheſe two valiant Taptaines, were aff:cioned to do 


= theyz ſeruaunts and ſouldiozs, bothe to enritch them, 
| U.]. and 
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and to deliuer them from peryls. But the Marqueſſe dyd 
rather in that reſpec exceed: Foꝛ onte it happened, palling 
the River called Barranca, that the great Currant caried 
away one of his Indians of ſeruite, which by miſhap was 
fallen therein: and when the Marqueſle ſawe the peryll of 
bis ſeruaunt, he fo2thwith (ripped him ſclfe,q4 leapt info 
the Riuer, hauing god ſkill of ſwimming. and pluckt him 
out by the hatre of his head: putting him ſelfe in great 
daunger, thꝛough the extreame foꝛce of the Currant, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that the valianteſt man in all his hoſt, durſt not 
take the lyke enterpꝛiſe in hande: wherupon ſome of his 
Captaines dyd repꝛehend his ouer much boldneſſe, vnto 
whome he aunſwered, ſaping: e know not what thing it 
is to lwue a ſeruaunt well. 

Although the Marqueſſe gouerned long time, and moꝛe 
quietly:pet Don Diego was moze ambictous,and deſirous 
of rule and dignitie. Bothe of them conſerued antiquitie, 
in thep2 oꝛdinarie apparell , euen from their pouth vp- 
wardes, eſpetiallp the Marqueſſe, who euer vſed to 
weare oꝛdinarily a Coate of black cloath, with long quar- 
ters, and ſhoꝛt waſted, his ſhocs of a white Deere ſkin, 
and a white felt Hat, and his Swe2de Dagger of aun - 
cient facion, And when thzough the impoztunate requeſt 
of his ſeruants, vpon any ſolempne holy dap, he happened 
to weare a Gowne furred with Partins, which the Loꝛd 
Marqueſſe Cortez had ſent to him from the new Spai 
as ſone as he came from Church, he would thꝛowe it frõ 
him, and vled to haue a fowell about his necke . In the 
tyme ol Peace, he vſed much to play at Tennis, oꝛ at 
Bowles, and therefoze cheflie he vſed the Towell about 
bis necke, to wype the ſweat from bis face. 

Bothe theſe Captaynes were malt patient in paynes 
taking. and alſo in any extremitie of hunger: But per⸗ 
ticularly the Marqueſſe, ſhewed the [ame in the exerciſe 
of the ſayde paſtimes , fo2 there were very fewe young 
men that could endure with him. Ye was alſo * en⸗ 

E 1] clyned 
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clyned to any kinde of paſtime , then Don Diego z| ſo that 
many tymes he would play at the Bowles, all the whole 
day, and paſſed not with whome he piaped , although it 
were eyther with Marriner 02 Ppllex „ noz pet would 
permitte any to take vp his Bowle fo2 him, noz to vſe 
towarde him any vſuall ceremonies ofduety,accuſtomed 
to his Eſtate anddignitie , Jt was ſome waighty mat- 
ter that ſhould cauſe him to leaue from plap, cſpecially, 
when he was a loſer But if at anyhe had aducrtiſe- 
ment of rebellion, o inſurrection of Indians : t 
wifh his Armoꝛ was at hand, and Launce in re 
he vſed in ſuch extremities, to ryde Poſte alone thꝛougb 
the Cittie, towards the place where the alter 
without tarying foz moꝛc company, 

Theſe Captaynes were ſo ready, and of ſuch haughty 
courage in the I ndian warre , that eyther of them would 


in number. 100000, Thep were of god vnderſtanding 
and iudgement in any thing, that was to be pꝛouided fo2 
the warres, oꝛ ſoꝛ gouernment : eſpeciallp, bei 
men vnlearned , fo2 they could nepther Waite, 
vet firme, which was a thing of great deffect 
noble Perſonages , dealing in ſuch waightie 
Pet neuerthcleſſe, in all other thinges, of vertuous in- 
clynations , they ſhewed them ſelues tobe Noble men, 
onely the fozmer want ercepted, wherein the auncient 
wyle men, dyd holde ſuch want foz an argument of balc- 
neſle of lynnage, 
The Marqueſſe was a man that had great c afidence 
in his — and freendes ; All the diſpatches which 
he made,aſwellin gouernment, and repꝛehencion of In- 
dians, he vſed to make two markes, betwerne the which, 
Antonio Picado, his D2cretary, kyꝛmed, the name of Fran- 
ciſco Piſarrs. But theſe men may excuſe them ſelues, 
as Ouidius excuſed Romulus, ſaping: that he was an e⸗ 
upll Aſtronomer , but rather had moze knowledge in 
UN. ij Armes 
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Armes then in Letters. 
Bothe theſe Captaynes were ſo affable and plapne , a- 
mong theyꝛ people. that they vſed oftentimes to goe from 
houſe to houſe in the Cittie,to viſite thep2 neygbbours a⸗ 
lone, ⁊ toke ſuch fare as they founde, and were alwaypes 
ready fo tome to atiy honeſt neyghboyr , that would ins 
vite eyther of them. Ther were equally abſtynent and 
moderate in they2 feeding, and dyet, as alſo in refraining 
of ſenſuallitie, and eſpectally from abuſing of any Spaniſh 
Moment foꝛ they deemed that they could not deale there⸗ 
in. without p2cindice of thep2 neighbours, whoſc Miues 
o2 Daughters, thoſe Women were: they neyther ouers 
much enclyned to the Indian Women, | 
The Marqueſſe had the company of jan Indian Gentle⸗ 
woman, who was ſiſter to eAraval:ba, by mhome he had 
a Sonne, named Don Conſalo, who deceaſſed at fow2e- 
teene yeeres of age: and a Daughter named Donea Fran- 
ciſca . By an other Indian M oman ot Cuſco, he had an 
other Sonne, called Don Franciſco, | 
Don Diego de Almagro, had that ſonne of whome we haue 
ſpoken,who ſle we the Marqueſſe, which Sonne. be had by 
an Indian Woman of Panama. They|bothe recepued ho⸗ 
nour at the Emperours hands,fo2 as bath bene declared, 
to Don Franciſco Piſarro, he gaue the tyttie oz addition of 
Marqueſſe, and made him Gouernour of newe Caſtile, and 
alſo oꝛdayned him Knight of the ozder|of Saint James. 
To Don Diego de Almagro, he gau the gouernment of 
newe Toledo, and the tytle of cheefe Diſcouerer. Parti⸗ 
culerly, the Marqueſſe was greatly affecioned, and helde 
in great feare and reuerence the name of his Paieſtie: in 
ſo much that he abſtayned from dwing of many, thinges 
that he had power to do. declaring that he would not that 
his Paieſtie ſhould ſay,how he aſcended in the Land: and 
oftentymes when he was p2cſent at the melting of the 
Spluer and Golde, he would ryſe from his Chay2e, to 
take vp the graynes of Syluer and Golde, * fell 
| | + rom 
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from the clypping , ſaying : that with his mouth, when 
handes fayled , he woulde gather together the kinges 
poꝛcion. 

Theſe two Gentlemen, were equall euen in they: 
kindes of death,fo2 the Marqueſſe bother, put Don diego 
to death. and Den hiego his Sonne, ewe the Mar queſſe. 
The Marqueſſe was deſirous to benefit the Countrey, by 
tyllage and other commodities, 

He buyplt a ſapꝛe houſe in the Cittis of the kinges: he 
alſo buylt foz the benefite of the Cittie, two rowes of 
Mylles, along the River ſide, in which buylding he occu- 
pied him ſelfe, at all tymes of leyſure, giuing his count ll 
and opinion to the Paiſter woꝛke men: Ye toke great 
paynes in ſetting foꝛ warde the wozkes of the Cathedꝛall 
Church of the Cittie of the Nate ry other lyke Ponu 
mentes. 


Howe Don Diego dee Almagro the younger, ioyned an 
Armie of men of Warre, and howe he ſlewe 
certaine Gentlemen: and howe A lonſe 

de eAlnarado ſpread his Enſigne for

Fter that Don Diego had goffen the Citfie, 
into his power, and taken the wandes of 

4 Fuſtice from the Officers,and placed other 
72 8 by bis owne election : he then appzehended 
2 & Doctour Velaſques, L ieutenannt to the 
Marqueſſe, and Antonio Picado, his Setretarie, 
fo2 the chefe Captaynes of his warres, / van Tellio, Cit- 
tizen of Ciuile, and Franciſco Chaues, und alſo Sorelo , TUHF 
the noyſe was ſpꝛead ab2oade,of the election of theſe new 
Captaynes:all the Uagabounds, and ydle perſons which 
were in that conntrey came fo this cittie, pꝛete 
N robbe, ſpovle, and lyue at pleaſure. 
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And to turniche thoſe Roges with money: de foke the 
Fiftes appertayning to the Ring, 
ſuch as were deceaſed , which was kept ina common 
Cbeſt, to perfoꝛme they: Teſtamentes and Legacies. 
But after warde, diſcention began to growe among them 
ſelues, foꝛ ſome of the pꝛincipall perſonnes, mmued with 
enuie, were mynded to kyll / van de i errada, ſteing that 
although Don 0:cgo had the name of gonernour and Caps 
tayne generall, yet the ſayde nerrada ruled and gouerned 
all. And the mutinp being knowen, many were execu⸗

Whercupon he ſpzead his Enſigne on the 
behalfe of his Paieſfte , eſteming in nothing the thꝛeat⸗ 
ninges, bꝛagges, and fayꝛe pꝛomiſes pf Don Diego, which 
were wꝛitten vnto him by his Lettefs: But rather made 
a playne aunſwer, that in no wyſe he would recepne him 
foꝛ Gonernour , vntyll ſuch tyme as his Pateſtie ſhonld 
commaund the ſame by erp2eſle oꝛdet and Commiſſion. 
And in the meane whyle , he hoped b2ough the helpe of 
God, and thoſe Gentlemen which were in his company, 
to revenge the death ofthe Loꝛde Marqueſſe , and to pu-

When Don Diego vnderſtode the pꝛetente of eAluara- 
do: incontinent be diſpatched Captayne Carcia de Alua- 
rado, with a great company of fate men, and Hoꝛſe men, 
tommaunding him to encounter, and giue him the Onſet 
with all his induſtrie and power, and that in the way 
as he ſhould paſſe, to enter into the Cit ie of Saint Migh- 
ell, and there to take bothe Armo2 and Moꝛſes from the 
Cittizens, and at his returne to do the lyke in the Cittie 
of Trugillio. TOURS 

Jn this oꝛder Garcia de A luarado toe his ioꝛney by 
Sea, vntyll he arrived at Puetia Sancta, which ſtan- 
deth fifteene Leagues diſtaunt from Trugillio, where 
he mette Captaine Alonſo Cabrera, who came flying 
away with all the people of the Towne of Guanuco, to 
| toygne with the Cittizens of Trugillio , againſt Dor 
Diego: which cauſe being perfectly knowen, he take bothe 
him and certayne of the cheefeſf of his company, Who 
as ſone as he was come to the Cittie of Saint Auighel, he 
cauſed to ſtrike ofthe beads, bothe of him, and one /llegas 
which came in his company,

eu eben the Pellengers and P;ouiſions of 
NUYS Don viego, came to the Cittie of Cuſco, 
h wvbere at that tyme, Diego de Silua, fonne 

« 9 N of Feliſiano de Silua, boznein the Cittie 
NN 4 / Yof Rodrigo, and Franciſco de Caruat all, 
Sr, A Dheriffes of the Cittie, But Carnatall 
was afferwarde Campe maiſter to Gonſalo piſarro: So 
that

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that the Etate of the Cit tie agrerde in Councell, not to 
allowe, noꝛ pet receyne him: although openly they durſt 
not denie his commaundement, and requeſt, vntyll they 


might pefectly vnderſtande, and know what number of 


men, e pꝛouiſlon he had in readineſſe, to p2oceede with his 
enterpꝛiſe: wher vpon they made a bzeefe aunſwere,ſay- 
ing:that they deſyꝛed it might pleaſe; Don Diego, fo ſend 
a moꝛe ample authoꝛitie and power} , touching the pꝛe⸗ 
milles, then as pet he had done, & then in continent they 
would allowe the lame. After that the Beflengers were 
diſpatched backe againe with this aynſwere : the Eſtate 
of the Cittie, calling to remembꝛaunce howe Gomer de 


 Tordeya , who was one ot the chefelt of Councell of the 


Cittie, was at that inſtaunt recreating him ſelfe abzoade 
in the Countrey . They agrede tþ ſend aduertiſement 
vnto him, of all the pꝛoctedinges of Pen diego: but it ſo 
happened, that they2 Peſſenger mette him comming 
to warde the Cittie, and when thep had enfourmed him 
of theyz Meſſage, he hauing a Perlin Hawke vpon his 
fyſt, wzeſted the head from the body, ſaping: from hence- 
foz warde, it is moꝛe conuenient to exerciſe Feates of 
Marre, then to goe a Hawking. And comming towarde 
the Citie, he entred in the night ſeaſon: where ſecretly he 
dealt with the Eſtate of the Citie in Countell, what was 
molt neceſſarie to be done, and then he departed agapne, 
to the place where Captapne Ca###o was: with whome 
he concluded, to ſendea Peſſenger to Pedro eAſweres, 
Lieutenaunt of Charcas , to wyll him fo ryſe on the 
behalfe of his Paieſtie : and then the ſayde Comer de 
Tordoya, with all bis power, went after Pedro A lna- 


rex Holguin: who was gone with a hundzed men, to en⸗ 


counter with certapne Indians, and with good happe he 
cucrfoke him: at which meting|he certified bim of the 
newes at Cuſco , beſeching him to accept the charge 
of ſo iuſte and honourable an Enterp:yſe , wn be 
| | | es 
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they2 generall and ch&fe Nuler ouer theyꝛ Yoſte: in con⸗ 
ſideration whereof, he alſo offered to be his Doldiour and 
the firſt man that ſhould obey him. Upon which requef, 

Pedro Aluares accepted the charge, t incontinent ſpꝛead 
his Enſigne in the behalfe of his Paieſtie. And this being 
done, they conuocated the inhabitauntes of the Cittie of 


Arequipa, with whome they went to Cuſco ; where, at 
theyꝛ comming, they found many tongregated on the be⸗ 
balfe of Don Diego, who fozthwith fled towardes him, to 
the number of fiftie perſonnes, After whome followed 
Captayne Caſtro and Hernando de Bachiaco with cer- 
tayne Pargabuſiers , who onertoke them in the night 


to Cuſco. 

The Councell of Cuſco bearing of this god ſucceſſe: 
came and topfully-receyued bim, and with 3 of 
all the Captapnes, bothe lwoꝛe and choſe Pedro Aluares 
nolguin foʒ Captayne and chefe Judge of all the domini⸗ 
ons of Peru, vntyll ſuch tyme as his Paieſtie ſhould o⸗ 
therwyle p20gide, wbereupon warre was pꝛoclaymed a- 
gainſt Don piego and his retinew, The Cittizens alſo of 


Cuſco bound themſelues to pate all ſuch ſummes of mo⸗ 


ney which he Qould ſpend of the Rings Treaſure among 
bis Soldiours.if that his aieſtie ſhould not thinke well 
oꝛ accept the ſame in iuſt and lawfull accoumpt. And foz 


the furniſhing ofthele pꝛoceedinges, all the Cittizens of 


Charcas, Arequipa, and Cuſco , offered theyz godes and 
perſonnes , ſo that in ſhozte] ſpace there iopned fogetber, 
aboue. 350. men, ot whome were. 150. Yozlemen , a 
hundꝛed Pargabuſters , and a hundzed Ppkemen. 

But notwithſtanding, Pedro Aluares, hauing intelligence 
bowe Don Diego had eyght hundzed men and moꝛe in his 
Campe, be thercfoze durſt not abyde his commieꝛg in the 
Cittie of Cuſco: but rather choſe to paſſe with his power 
into the Pountapnes, toiopne with Alonſo de . 


who lykewiſe was rpſen on the behglfe of bis Paielfie, 
K.). and 


ſeaſon. and appꝛehended them with whome they returned 
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and alſo, expecting there to miete with the freendes and 


Seruitoꝛs of the Marqueſſe, which were hydden in bo 
Deſartes. 0 (hat be net with bis company in gay 


fence of the Cittie , as mam men as was thought ſufficis 
ent, foz that purpoſe, he appoynfed Gomez de Tordoya fog 
Campe maiſter, and Garcilaſo Delautga , and Pedro Aſue- 
nd the charge of the 
Infauterieo2 Fotemen he commended to Captaine Ca- 

ro, and the Offices of Alerex of the @tanvard ropall, be 
committed to Martine de Roller. 


How Don Diego went to ſeeke Pedro CVE: and finding 
him not, he paſſed to Cuſco. Chap. 12. 


On diego, hauing vndef ſtanding of the pꝛo⸗ 
Hl cerdinges in Cuſco, and how Pedro Aluarex 
was departed out of the Cittie, with all the 
power that he might make : wherupon he 
tudged that he was gone into the Poun⸗ 
tapnes, fe topne with Alonſo de Alyarads, ſo that be de⸗ 
termyned to meefe him on the wap, and to foppe his paſ⸗ 
ſage : the which his pꝛetence he could not bzing to pale, 
with ſuch expedition as he deſired, foꝛ ſtaying foz Garcia 
de Aluarado, whome he had ſent fo by Poſte, at whole 
coming they left pzocceding after Alp/o de A drags , and 
at the tyme when they came to the Cittie of Trugillio, he 
was mynded againe to diſturbe his yaſſage , dad not tbe 
Towne of Leuanto, which ſtandeth i Chachapoyas,per- 
ſwaded him to the contrarie. 

When Garcia di Aluarado was co e to the Cit ie of the 
Ringes, Don piego fothwith toke his iourney againſt 
Pedro Aluarex with the hundzed Yozſemen, one hun⸗ 
dꝛed Hargabuſiers, and a hundzed an tis ** 

| ut 
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But befo2ehis departure, he baniſhed out of theCoſitrey, 
the Lo2d Marqueſſe childꝛen, and beheaded «Antonio pica- 
do, after that de had ertreamely racked him, and put him 
to ſundꝛy tozmentes, onely that he ſhould tonkeſſe where 
the Loꝛd Marqueſſe Treaſure lag. This done, he pꝛo⸗ 
corded on his 102nep: but befoze he had paſſed two leagues 
from thence , came ſecretly cerfayne p2ouiſtons from the 
Lycenciate Yaca de Caſtro, which were ſent from the coti- 
trey'sf Cuito, directed to father Thomas de Saint Martine, 
t Franciſco de Barrio Nueuo, giuing vnto them thereby au⸗ 
thoꝛitie to dcale in the gouernment ofthe Countrey, vn- 
tyll that he him ſelfe might tome thether. 

Taherupon the Eſtate and Countell of the Cittie had ſe⸗ 
crete conference , obaping the pꝛouicions which were at 


that inſtant o2derlp pꝛeſented, and admitted the Lycenci⸗ 


ate V aca de Caſtro foz Gauer nos, and Geronimi de Aliaga 
fo; his Lieutenaunt, becauſe he was ſo appointed by lyke 
p2outſions: After the doing of theſe things, the Aldermen 
fled to the Cittie of Trugillio, and many other Cittizens 
in they2 company: theſe things were not ſo ſecretly done, 
but the ſame night Don Diego had vnderſtanding of all at 
large, whereupon he was minded fo retarne to ſacke the 
Cittie:but fearing leaſt Pedro Aluarex ſhould eſcape him, 
he durſt not retpꝛe, and likewiſe, becauſe his Soldiours 
ſhould not come to the knowledge, how there was anew 
gouernour in the land; Do that foz theſe cauſes he pzocee- 
ded foꝛz warde: pet notwithſtanding, when newes was 
knowen in Don piezo his Campe, many of his Soldiours 
fled from him:efpectaily, Father 7homas de Saint. I artine, 
Diego de Alguero, Iuan de Sayauedra,Gomet de eu luarado, 
and the Fadtoꝛ, Tllanſucarex de Caranaiall:in this journey 
happened to fall ſick Juan de nerrada of a tertaine infirmi- 
tie, wherol he died. By meane wherof Don Diego was fo2- 
ced to kay his ioꝛnep, + in the meane while, Pedro Aluarex 
paſſed by into þ valley of Nauxa, where Don piego thought 
to haue abode his comming: yet IS be ** 
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Pollicie.

him, lo that they were not farre a ſunder, the one from 
Pedro Aluares, imagining by coniecure,that he was 
not ſufficiently manned to encounter with Don Diego. he 
vſed this pollicie, to deteyue him in this ſo2t: Pe appoin⸗ 
ten twentie Yozſemen on a night, to enter vpon the face 
of the Nautgarde of Don Diego, lo appꝛehende as many of 
his men as they pollible might, tbe which his comaunde- 
ment was acco2dingly done: and in the aſſault they toke 
the me pꝛiſoners, which they bzought away with them, 
of the which Pedro A luares comannded to hang two, and 
the thirde he pzomiſed to pardon, and fo give him a thou- 
ſand Popzes in golde, on codifion that he ſhould goe to the 
Campe of Don Diego, & there to giut warning to as ma⸗ 
ny ol his freends as he might, to be in a readineſſe to apde 


bim, fo2 that the next night following, he meant to en- 


ter Don piego his Campe, on the right hand, And foz the 
perfozmance of this fade, the Soldiour made a ſolempne 
oathe : Foꝛ Pedro eAlnare: fayned that he had put in bim 
bis faithfull and ſpectall truſt, not to diſcouer his ſecrets, 
Wherupon the young man, with the deſire of the thouſad 
J2oy3es, departed to accompliſhe his pꝛomiſe, and being 
Soldiour to Don piego, he palled ſo much the moze ſurer 
on his wap. 

When Don piego laß his Soldiour come, t by bim vn⸗ 
derſtode how Pedro A luaret had hanged two of his men, 
t that he had releaſed that one man; without any ſpeciall 
cauſe knowen, he fell in ſuſpition of the matt er, and ther- 
vpon bꝛought his Soldiour to the 


ſayinges Don Diego gaue tredite, 
that was confeſſed. Mherupon t 
p2eparedall his fozce on that hand, 
aro Aluares would haue entred : 
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Campe, and with all poſſible haſte pzoceeded on bis way, 
leauing the enimie erpecting all the night long, when be 
ſhould be aſſaulted, vntpil at length be ſawe how he was 
deceiued, and laughed to ſcozne,ſo that then he alſo remw⸗ 
ued his Campe, and continewed on his way, with great 
hatte after him. When Pedro Aluares vnderſtode þ ſped 
that dis enimie made: he ſent a Poſte fo Tlonſo de Alua- 
rado, pꝛaying him to come and ſuccour him. Apo as ſone 
as the Poſte had done his Peſſage vnto him: he came 
with all his power to ayde his freende pedro Aluar es. But 
when Don piego under ſtode, j bothe his contraries were 
topned with all theyz fozce , he teaſſed from following of 
them, and foke his wap towarde Cuſco. Then Pedro Al- 


uares, and e lonſo de Aluarado, ſent they: Peſlengers to 


Guito, with aduertiſement of all theyꝛ pzocedinges. to 
Vaca ds Caſtro, beſteching bim to make ſpede to come vn⸗ 
to them, pꝛomiſing that with Gods helpe, they would de⸗ 
lyuer the Countrey vnto him, 

Jn Xauxa decealled Juan de nerrada, and Don Diego ſent 
ſome part of his Yoaſt by the way of the plaines, to iopne 
with the inhabitants of Arequipa, whether his Captains 
alſo went, who robbed & ſpoyled all Þ they might lap hold 
on in the Cittie, yea, and not contented with the ritches 
which they found aboue grounde, they digged and delued 
in Churches, becauſe ſome there were that had infozmed, 
how the Cittizens had buried theyz Treaſure there. 


How Vaca de Caſtro, came to the Campe of Pedro Aluares, 
and Alonſo de Aluarado, and was by them receyued for 
Gouecrnour,and what followed. Chap. 13. 


7 be e euyll ſucteſſe of Vaca de Caſtro , in his 
Nl Pauigation, hath bene already declared, 
vow comming from Panama, to paſſe into 
Peru, be happened to loſe an —— wher- 
a] by his Shippe roade at an extremitie . By 
X. iij. | Meanes 
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meanes whereof, he was fo2ced to arine at the Pozf,cal- 
led Buena Ventura, which is aſmuch toſap; as, the Port of 
good Fortune, and from thence he came to the gonerna- 
tion of Benalcaſar,andſo into Peru: Jn which tournep;be 
paſſed much trouble , becauſe the way was long, and vn- 
pꝛouided of victualles,and he alſo weake of infirmity,and 
not accuſtomed to ſuch kinde of diet: pet notwithſtanving, 
tbe pzemiſſes, in Popayan , he had pnderſtanding of the 
Marqueſſe death, and of all the ſuccęſſe of the affay2es in 
Peru:inconſideration wherof, he continewed dailp on his 
journey, hoping that with his pꝛeſence, all diſcozd ſhould 
E nde. | 
It is fo be vnderſfode, that 11 
Jaca de Caſtro, his comming, was pꝛincipally to make in⸗ 
foꝛmatið of the death ol Dox Diego de Almagro,x of all ſuch 
thinges which bad happened concerning the ſame, with- 
out ſuſpending the Marqueſſe gouernment . Yet mozeos 
ner,be had ſecret Letters Patents, in ſach ſozt,that if in 
the meane whple that he abode in that Countrep, ſhould 
happen the Marqueſſe to deteaſſe, and leaue this moztall 
life: that then be ſhould take and exertiſe his rome and 
charge, vntyll his Maieſtie ſhould other wiſe pꝛouide. 
By vertue of which Letters Patent, he was accepted x 
receyued, as ſone as he was come to the Campe of Pedro 
Aluarez, and eAlonſo de Aluarado, where alſo were ma- 
ny others, that hauing not ice of bis comming , came the⸗ 
ther to recepue him. 

He bꝛought in his company,. Captapne Lorenſo de Al. 
dana, ſuho was at that inſt ant gouernour in Cuito, by the 
appointment of the Marqueſſe: From hence he ſent, beſoʒe 
his departure Pedro de puellet, to pꝛepare all furniture nes 
ceſlarie ſoz the Marres:he diſpatched alſo Gomez de Roias, 
bozne in the Towne of Cuellar , with his power and pꝛo⸗ 
viſions directed to the Rulers of the Cittie of Cuſco: res 
quiring them fo admitte him acco2ding to the contentes 
thereof, who made ſuch haſte on his tourney,that be came 

| to 
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to tbe Cit tie, befoze Don Diego, and aſcited the Cittizens 
with his meſſage, which was wyllingly accepted. 
-When // aca de Caſtro palled by Bracamoros, Capfaine 
Pedro de Vargars, who was occupied in the tõqueſt of that 
Pꝛouince, came and ſubmitted him ſelſe vnto dim, and to 
ſerue him, he left a Wowne which he had newly inhabi⸗ 
ted without people, in which Towne he had once foztift- 
ed him ſelle, meaning there to reſiſt the foꝛte of Don bieg⸗ 
de eA lmagro. Vlht᷑ Vaca de Caſtro was come to the Citie 
of Trugillio: he found there Gomez de Tordoya, who was 
lately tome from the Campe about certaine woꝛds which 
be had paſſed with Pedro Aluarez,x with him were Garci- 
 laſp de ia Vegs and other Gentlemen. 

At the inſtaunt when Vaca de Caſtro departed from 
Trugillio to goe toſthe Cape of Pedro A luarex, he had in 
his company aboue two hundꝛed men of warre well fur⸗ 
niſhed: as ſone as he was come to the Campe, bothe Pe. 
dro Aluarex, and Alonſo de Aluarads recepurd him toys 
fully: and after that he had ſhewed the Emperours oꝛder 


vnto them, they delpue red incontinent theyz Enſignes 


vnta him, and he fwzthwith reſtoꝛed them againe, ſauing 
the royall Standard which he kept foꝛ him ſelfe, 

This done, he appointed Pedro A luares Holguin Campe 
maiſter, and ſent him with all the Armie to Lauxa, to a- 
bide there his further oꝛder, whylft he went downe to the 
Cittie of the kinges, to gather together all ſuch men, Ar⸗ 
mour # Puntctd, which there he might finde, leaning the 
Cittie furniſhed,Ye comaunded alſo p Captaine Diego de 
Nota: ſhould alwayes goe twentie leagues befoze the Ars» 
mie, with thirty lyght Poꝛſemen, to diſcouer the wap: he 
| ſent lykewiſe Diego de Mora foz Lieutenant of the Cittie 
of Trugillio, and with great dexferitie t diligence, de pꝛo⸗ 
nided all other thinges neceſſarie fo2 his pꝛetended enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe now in hand. euen as though all his lite time, he had

I J | and placed the Officers of Juſfice', ac- 
codifie o his owne pleaſure, and vhplaced ſuch as were 
appointed by Y aca de Caſtro: As ſotte as Don Diego was 
come to the Cittie, he began fo gather all the Artillerte, 
and Gunpouder that he might come by. 

In Peru, there is god pꝛouiſion to make D2denaunce, 
by reaſon of the aboundaunce of Peſtail , which there is 
founde : andallſo at that tyme there were certayne Le- 
uantiſcos, who were cunning Pailters in caſting of Ars 
tyllerie, andalſo expert in the making of Gunpouder, 
whereof they had ſtoꝛe, by the meane of the great quan- 


titie of Salt peter, which there is found. 
He alſo made Weapon foz ſuch as wanted, of paſte of 


Siluer t Copper, mixed together, a of the came ſtuffe they 


wꝛought exceeding god Cozſelets: beũdes this pꝛouiſion, 


all the Armoꝛ of the Countrey was bꝛought to his Cape, 


ſo Þ he furniſhed two hundzed Hargabuſters. He alſo o2- 
dained cerfaine men of Armes, although vntyll this time 
they vſed in Peru, to fight on Yozſebacke, after the Genet 
faction, t ſeldome vſed to ſky2mifh with lyght Bozſemen, 
Being in thts readineſſe, happened a certaine diſcozde 
betweene Captaine Garcia de Aluarſado, and Chriſtouall de 
>, whereupon great 
miſcheefe was lyke to enſue, among|the Soldjours ,. be- 
cane each of them had many freends,ſo that all the whole

onertake Pedro Aluare: , be went to

' bymto Dinner, purpoſyng to kille hym in his diete. But Don 
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fo that il Dow Diego with amozous woꝛdes had no pacified the 
matter, thei had one ſlain an other. Notwithſtanding Garcia de 
Aluarado, vnderſtoode that Don Diego was greatly affectio 
nedto Sotelo, and would not let to reuenge his quarell. her- 
fore, rom that tyme foz ward, he had the greater regard to loke 
to his owne lałetie, not onelp fo} the defence of his perſone. but 
like wiſt, mynded to kill Don Dieogo, the whit he his pꝛetence, 
he determined to put in execution. Do that on a daie he inuit ed 


Diego ſuſpettyng the matter , faigned that he was not well at 
eaſe, after that he had exceyted the banket. 

hen Garcia de Aluarads (awe that his deniſe could 
take no place, hauyng all thing in a readineſſe foꝛ his pzetended 
enterpꝛiſe, he determined with diuers ofhis frendes, to goe and 
to inpoꝛtune hym co come to the banket, and in the waie as he 
went, he chanced to diſcloſe his minde to due Martine ¶ arillio, 
Who perſwaded hym, not to pꝛoceede vpon that tourney, fo2,q 
he, I feare you will bee Haine: an other ſouldiar likewiſe gaue 
hym the ſame counſell, but all their aduiſe could not pꝛeuaile. 
Don Diego faiued hym ſelk ſicke, and laie hym doune vpon his 
bed, hauyng ſecretly in an other chamber certaine armed men. 
So that when Garcra de Aluarado eutered the chamber with 
his cõpanie, he ſaied vnto Don Diego, ſir, itit maie pleaſe pour 
fowdſhip to ariſe, fo2 your ſickneſſe is nothing. vou ſhall alſo find 


eaſe il you will recreate pour ſelf a while, fo2 although you eate 


nothing, yet you ſhallgarniſhe dur table. Anto whd Do Diego 
aunſwered that he was content, and ſoꝛthwith aroſe and called 
foꝛ his cloake: For he laye vpon his bedde hauyng on hig pꝛiuie 
coate, his Rapier and Dagger. Garcia de e Aluarads and the 
reſidue, were goyng out at the Chamber dooze , but when the 
moſte ol them were cleane without the dooꝛe, and as Aluerado 

was paſſyng out befoze Den Diego, Iuan de Herrada whiche 
ſtood nert the doꝛe, ſtaied his goyng out, and made the doe faſt, 
whiche lockt withont any kepe, and therevpon tooke Garcia de 
Aluarado in his armes, ſaiyng:peeld thy ſelt oz pziſoner, and 
then Don Diego dꝛewe his Napier and ſtrake hym, ſaiyng: he 


wall nor bee pꝛiloner, but rather ſlaine. And then tame fo2the 
oh P..

juan Balſa, Alonſo de Sayanedra and Diego Mendez, nothet 
to Rodrigo Orgonios aud others of thẽ which were in ambulh, 
who gaue hym ſo many waundes that he was ſoone dead, 

Mhen this newes was knowne in che Cicie , chere began 
abzoile emong them. But when Do» Diego came out into the 
Mar ket place ofthe Citie, he quieted the people: yet notwith 
ſtanding many of Garcia de Aluarado his freendes fled awaie, 
After this ſucceſſe Do» Diego pzoceeded out of the Citie with 
his armie, to encounter with /aca de ¶aſtro, whom he vnder: 
ſtood had ioyned with Pedro eA/naacs, and Alonſode Alu 
rado, aud was comyng the waie of Xayxa to meete with hym. 

In allthis ionrney Pauloæ hꝛother to Inga ſerued Do Die: 
ge, who Don Diego de eAlmagro the elder now deceaſſed, had 
inffituted Inga, whole aide was of greate impoztance:Becaule 
alwaies he went befoze the Campe. And although he had but 
fewe Indiaus in cõpanie, pet all the P}ouinces in the land had 
reſpect vnto hym, and fo2 his ſake thei yzouided bothe victualls 
and Indians to carie the fardage, and other neceſlarie thinges,

Fer that Vacade ¶ aſtrꝶ tame tu the citie ofthe 
{ | kinges,he cauſedmanp Iargabuzegcobe made 
pa CY haupng at that inſtant many connpng maiſters 
att che purpoſe. He furniſhed hym allo of all 
dther neceſſaries, fo; the pzouiſion whereof, he 
bozowed of marchantes the ſomme of 60000, poizes of gold, 
becauſe Do» Diego had ſpent all the kyngs treaſure, befoze bis 
commpng.Then all thinges were in areadineſſe,Yaca de Ca. 
fro left in the citie of the Kynges foz his Lieutenant Franciſco 
de Barrio Nueuo,and Ihon Perez. de Guenarrato) captaine of 
the Nanie, and then he tooke his tourney wich all his power ta⸗ 
ward Xauxa,lcauing oꝛder in the cicie:that if Do» Diego ſhoulp 
happen to come vpon the citie, by any other waie not expected, 
as ſame did imagine that he would, chat then all the Citezens 
| kaich 
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wich their wtues, childzen, families, and goodes, ſhould goe a- 
bout the ſhippes, vutill ſuche tyme as he with his armie ſhould 
followe hym, to giue hym battaile. At his compug to Xauxa,he 
found Pears Aluarex abidyng his compug with all his men of 
warre,whiche he there furniſhed with Armoz,}9ikes,and gon⸗ 
pouder, that there he had cauſedto be made. Then Vac de Cu- 
ftr«deuided the hozſemen, whiche he had bzought with hym, be⸗ 
twene Pedro ¶Aluare x, Pedro Anſuerez,, and Garcilaſo de ls 
Vega, whom he oꝛdeined captaines ofthehozſemen, and part of 
the footemen he commended to Pedro de Vargas and Nunio de 
Caſtro, who were appointed, fo; captaines of infauterie. Me like 
wiſe, oꝛdeined other two companies, the one ofhozſemen, which 
he aſſigned to Gomer de A/narado,t the other ofhargabuziers 
which he appointed to the Bachellier aan Velex de Guenare, | 
who although he were a Lawier, pet he was an excellent good 
ſouldiar, and of an excedyng good induſtrie: Fo? he it was, that 
deuiſed to make the Hargabuzes , fo2 the ſouldiars of his com. 
pantie, and neuertheleſſe did excerciſe alſo his vocatis towardes 
the law. Foz it did appere that he was in thoſe daies appointed 
Judge, whiche office he did vle in the koꝛe noone ol euery daie,x 
at the after noone he apparelled him ſelf as a good Soulviar,in 
hoſe and dublet of colours,enb2odzed with gold, whiche becam 
bim erceding well, with his Jerken and plume of fethers,with 
his Dargabuze on his ſhulder , excerciſpng bothe hym and his 
men, in the pꝛactiſe of their peeces, 

In this koꝛme Yaca de Caſtro odeined his hofte, the which 
were in nöber 700 men, whereof were 370 hozſemen,a 170 
Hargabuziers, and the reſidue were footemt̃. De appointed foꝛ 
cheefſariant ol the Campe, Franciſco de Carauajall, who after 
ward was campe maiſter to Gonſa/o Piſarro. By whole oꝛder 
the whole hoaſte was gouerned, becauſe he was experte in the 
warres, had exerciſed the experit᷑ces of a ſouldiar aboue xl, ye- 
res, he had likewiſe bozne office okliutenant, of captain in Italy. 

In this meane while came meſſengers to Dae de Caſtro, 
from Gonſalo Piſarro, who had returned vnto Quito, from the 
diſcouerie of the land of Zinamon, as befoze hath been declared 


by the ſaied mellengers: he ſigniſted vnto hym how he ment to 
Y. ij. aide 
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aide him with all his foxce. Unto whom Face de Cara wote, 
giuyng bim in oſte hartie thankes,fo2 his gentle offer-praipng 
hym, chat he would not trouble hym ſelf, but rather at chat pꝛe⸗ 
ſent abide in Quito, bet auſe, ꝙ he, J hope to come to ſome good 
ende with Dẽ Diego, and that he will ſubmit hum ſelfto his ma⸗ 
teſties ſeruice. This aunſwere he made thinkyng to bꝛidle the 
pꝛeſumpt ion of G Piſarro, and alſo he like wiſe, imagined 

that his compng would hinder the agrement with Den Diego, 

becauſe Pifarro might hope of ſome reurnge, and foꝛ that con⸗ 
ſderation alſo , Dow Diego would fearg to peeld hym ſelf, O⸗ 

thers helde opinion, that if Go=/a/s Piſarro ſhould happen ta 
come to the Campe, that then he wouly pꝛeſume to take vpon 
hpm the office of Generall, beyng a mah ſo well beloued emõg 

the Commonaltie,alt theſe thinges conſidered,/acade Caitro 

commaunded that the Lozde Marques his childzen ſhould res 
maine in the cuſtodie, and charge of their Tutoꝛs.in the Cities 
ol ſaint Mighell and Trugillio, and in nowiſe come to the Citie- 
ofthe Kynges, vntill other oꝛder ſhould be taken: becauſe the ſe- 
curitie of their perſones was there moze certain, then in Lynia. 


How Vaca de Caſtro proceded with his hoſte frõ Xauxa 
to Guamanga, and what paſſed berweene hym and 
Don Diego. Chapt. Id. 


Pen aca ds Caſtro, had ſet in onder his armie 

5 in Xauxa, he p2oceded towardes Guamarga, in 
"8. whiche iourney he had vnderſtandyng how Don 
ny Deege was commyng tü warde hym, and either 
to take the Towne, o eis to plant him ſelf with 
his power to hinder his paſſage at a Riuer, whiche of foꝛte he 
ſhould paſſe, ſo that in the takyng ok either of them, the anoiante 
ſhould haue been great ts the enemie:becauſe the toune is enui⸗ 
roned with valleies of greate depth; whiche did excedingly foꝛ⸗ 
cifie. But Captaine Diego de Rojas, wo with his companie led 
the waie, foꝛſawe thoſe daungers, who allſo had knowledge of 
the pꝛetente of Dow Diego , and thereypon in ſhozte ſpace built 
there a Tower, to abide the commyng of aca de Cat 
haupng intelligence thereof, made the 
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faze Captaine Caſtro, withcertaine hargubuzers Aan a. 
nother euill peece of waie, whiche ſtood nat farre ſrõ Guamaga 


called the hill of Parcas, Wihen aca de ( aſtro, on anguenyug 


came within t wo Leagues of Guamanga, he was aduiſed that 
the ſame night, Do» Diego ment to enter into the gue, this 


newes contented hym not, becaulea greate parte ot his armie 


were farre behinde, ſo that Alon ſo de Aluarado was forced ta 


returne ta gather them together, and when be had ſo daen, he 
a isurneped 


came with chem in good oꝛder, although ſome | 
the ſame daie mozethen aue Leagues, armed, with teat paine 
and trauaile, by reaſon that the waie was aſperous with Rocks 


aud Creckes deſcendyng bet weenc hilles, ſo that at length ther: 
d by the towne, and lodged all that night on the other ſide 


their armour, becauſe thei had no certatne newes from their 
enemies, vntill the next daie that the Camp was aſſuredby the 
ſcoutes, who had diſtouered moꝛe then ſixe Leagues of groũd, 
and bꝛougbt like wiſe aduertiſement, how Den Di go was at 
the leaſt nine Leagues from their Campe. Whereupon Vac 
4e Caſtro, wꝛote vnto hym by Franciſco Diaque x, vn⸗ 
to Alonſo Diaque x ſecretarie to his Paieſtie, who was come 
from Do» Dieg / his Campe, to pꝛaie and require hym on the 
behalk or his Maieſtie, that he would accepte and come to peeld 
him ſelf vnder the ropall ſtandarde, and in ſo doyng aud alſo in 
diſchargyng his armie, he ſhould be pardoned of all his fozmer 
doinges: but ifhe refuſed his mercifull offer, that then he would 
pꝛoceede againſt hym with all rigoꝛ of iuſtice, as againſt a trai⸗ 
to2,rebcll, and diſlopall ſubiecte to his Pꝛincte. 
Whileſt this meſſenger was goyng on his affaires, he ſent 
a faoteman by another waie, clsthed in the Indians attire, with 
ſundꝛie letters to many Gentlemen which were with Do Die: 
ge. But this footemũã could not paſſe ſo ſetretly, foꝛ by the pꝛint 
_ ofhis feete paſſyng though the ſnoe he was knowne, and alſo 
takẽ pziſoner, who as ſoone as he was bzought befoze Do Die- 
Lo ,was fozcljwith commaũded tobe hanged, and likewiſe Don 
Diego fqunde him ſelf greatly agreeued with the ſubtill pollicie 
Tautell st Vac de Caſtro, couſidering that one waie he delt

vnto him · this doen, he ſent aunſwere to Vara de ¶ aſtro, by the 
ſame meſlenger, e by Diego de Mercado p in no wiſe he wolild 
peeld any obedience vnts hym, whileſt his enemies were in his 
tõpanie, who were, Pedro Aluare x Holguin, Alonſo de Al. 
«arado with their conſoꝛts, c lkewiſe he ment not to diſcharge 
his armie, vntil he ſawe pardon from his Maieſtie, ſirmed with 
his royallhande:fo2(@ he) gine [mallcredite to the auctozicie 
ol father Garcia de Loayſa Cardinall of Ciuill, whom I know 
not fox couernour, noꝛ pet to haue ſufficient power in his Ma⸗ 
ieſties ablence, ko any cauſe appertaining to India. And where 
he thought though his ſubtill pꝛactiſe that the Gentlemen of 
his armie would paſſe vnto hym, he was therein decetued, But 
rather that he ſhould thinke, that with greate courage thei all 
expected the battaile, and woulv defend the Countrep agaiult 
all the woꝛlde, as by experience he ſhould finde, ik he durſt abide 
the ſame : and now (ꝙ he) J am on my waie to ſecke hym.

RI DenYaca de Caſtro, had heurd the embaſſagecame 
A from Don Diego, and alſo thnſidered his pertinatie, 
SL) he marched with bis whole power into a plaine called 

Chupas, which ſtood without the boũdes of Gaama»ga, which 

place was very vnfit oz aſperous to fight a battaile in. In this 

plaiae of Chupas he abode thꝛee daies in which ſpace, it ceaſed 
not from rainyng, becauſe it was thẽ the middeſt of winter, and 
the ſouldiers attended alwaies armed, becauſe þ enemies were 
at hande, ſo that hap, what hap might, he determined to abide 
the battaile, ſeing that no other meane could be had, he alſo ſtood 
in doubt of ſome ok his men, who had been tofoye in the battaile 
of Salinas, ſaiyng that his aie ſtie had not accepted of their 
doynges, 
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doynges, conſideryng that Hernando Piſarro 4 as pet remai⸗ 
ned pꝛiſaner. 

But now to iuſtiſie his doynges, he pꝛonounced ſentence 6s 
penly againſt Dex Diego , wherein he 'condempned hym foz a 
Traitoz and Rebell, and to ſuffer paines of death and loſſe of 
goodes, with like penaltie to all his retine we, with this iudge⸗

the top of the hill with greate expedition. Franciſco de ¶ araua- 
iall, who then was chiefe Sariant, ozdained (hae: zach Enſigne 
without reſpect of-warlike oꝛder, ſhould make all ſpeede poſſi⸗ 
dle to get vp to the hilltop, fearing the daunger that might haue 
happened with the pꝛolongyng the waie.

Now vaca de Ca/tro hauing diſpatched his Gaptaynes and 
Souldiers, on theſe diſcoueries, be above in Cuſeo one pere 
and a halfe, making reperticion of the 3 dians, which were 
vacant,and putting things in oꝛder, in the countrey: Bee 
likewiſe made Statutes, to the great vtillitie ofthe cõdmon 
Meale, and conſeruacion of the Indians: In this ſeaſon, 
was diſcoue red in the Comarkes, oz bo2ders of Cuſco, the 
richeft mynes of Golde, that vato this ap, the like at any. 
time had not beene ſeene: cſpecially, in a riuer, called cara-.- 
haya, in which Ppnes, one Indian hath gathered 50. poyzes 
in one dape: and al the countrep.was thzoughly quieted. and 
the Indian people cheriſhed and defended : from the greats. 4 
wzonges which in fozmer time they reteined.

Che riches was ſo great which heare they fou nde, that 
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ulmoſt in every vayne where wer made ate oat „ they 


derſtand that buſineſſe,that they came to agreement with 


wunde the greateſt parte of Ewze to ve fine ſiluer, and the 
baſeſt Pines were by valuacion.. 480, duckets , in euer 
hamzed weight of Ewe, which is the greateT riches, that 


euer bath ben ſeen oz wzitten of. Mhen the Juſtice of the 


to bene of Plate, had vnderſtandynge ol this foztunate ſuct⸗ 
teſſe, the Ruler of the ſayd To wne came 4 deuided the ſaid 
Mpynes amonge the townes men, and eche of them made 
his chopſe accoꝛsing to his lot. 


The Indians and Anaconas, which tame thither to wozke 
were many in number, in ſutch ſoꝛt that in ſhozt time they 


duilt at the foote of the ſaide hill, a Towne to dwell in, 
whieh multiplied in ſuche wiſe, that there inhabited of An⸗ 
dian wozkemen aboue.7000.perſons, which did ſo well vn⸗ 


their maiſters, to allow vnto them a wekelp pention: but 


their gayne was twile ſo mutche as ther payde vnto their 


mapſters. 

The vaines of theſe Pines is of ſutche qualitie, that the 
Ewꝛe wil not melt with d winde of Bellowes, as in other 
Mines are accuſtomed:but their meltyng is in certain litis 


Furnaces, called Guayras, wherein they vſe to melt with 


toles and ſhepes dung, with the only fozce of the ayze, with 
out any other inſtrument. Theſe Pines are called Potoſi, 
by reaſon that al the bozders there about are ſo called. 
Theſe Indian wozkemen are riche,foz he that hath but 
foureoz fine thouſand poyzes, is counted but pooze:notwith 
fandyng the great penſion oz tribute which they pay vnto 
their maiſters,and all ſuch wozkemen, which come thither 
to wozke,will not willingly depart-from.thence, by reaſon 
that their paines + peril is not comparable to other Pines, 
by blowynge of the bellowes, with the greate ſmoks of the 
eoles:;and likewiſe the Sutfer of the vaynes of Ewe. 
M hen the reperticion of thele Pines were made, ther 
began to pꝛouide all ſoztes of neceCary Uictualles foz the 
wozkemen, which was a thing derydifficil to da, conſiden⸗ 
inge p great number. of Andians * daily came char 
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in thoſe woꝛkes, wherby victualles grew to ſuch adearth, 
that a buſhell of Pais, came to be wozth twentie caſtlins of 


Gold, and abuchell of Wheate as much:and a Sacke df the 
earbes,called Coca, was worth. 30. popyes, vea, and aſter⸗ 
ward it came to bee derer: yet th2ough the great treaſure 
Wdich there was founde, all the other Pines were left vn⸗ 
habited,and eſpecially the Pines of Porco, where Hernando 
Piarro had a great pozcion of ground, out of the whiche hee 
gathered great riches. 

The Mines alſo which gathered gold in Cambeya, b other 
riuers, left their wozkes 4 came to Potoſi, becauſe they foiid 
there greafer"p2ofit without copariſon. They which vnder- 
and in theſe wozkes , holde opinion that by manifelt to⸗ 
kens theſe Pines are of perpetuitie. 

Mitß this good ſucceſſe, Captayne cara uajal began to ga⸗ 

ther great ſummes ol treaſure, in ſuch ſoꝛte, p be toke poſ⸗ 
feſfion of al the Indians and Anaconas, of ſuch Spaniards as 
were ſlayne oz fled,.o2 had been agaynſt him in his fozmer 
warre:ſo that in ſhozt time he obtained into his power, ths 
ſum of ſenen hundzed thouſand popzes, and would not ther 
of apde his ſoldiours with any thing, wys had folowed him 
in al his warres: whervpon they began to murmur among 
them ſelues, and were minded to kill him. 


The chief of this mutiny, were Luis pardomo, A lonſo de ca- 
margo, Diego de galmaxeda, ĩ Diego de Luxan there were nere 
zo. perſons, which determined to execute the ſayd pꝛetence
